HEN a year ago the German fleet en-

In that year the German navy 
contained only two somewhat modern battle- 
phips. 

It was calculated at that time that the rebuild- 
ing of the fleet would be completed in 1920. In 
1806, however, came the great dreadnought revo- 
lution in shipbuilding which quickly rendered 
worthless all ships built before, and compelléd 
tremendous enlargements in wharves, harbors, 
canals and gigantic extension of organization, 
etc. The work of completing, the German fleet 
would have extended itself far beyond the year 
1920 under these conditions. 

Furthermore, if one takes into consideration 
that—as authorities in all lands acknowledge, 
and experience shows—it requires not 15 but 
30 years to built up a fleet with everything that 
belongs thereto on water and land, it is clear 
that the German fleet was far from being ready 
in the summer of 1914. 

And to this must be added a fact that has been 
overlooked. 

In 1900 when the strength of the German 
fleet was decided on, the relations of England 
to France and Russia were bad. England had 
ty» maintain strong fleets in the Mediterranean 
and in East Asia. The alliance with Japan was 
not yet in existence. If{,,these conditions had 
Britain could have used only 
part of its fleet in a war with Germany. 

Since, however, Great Britain desired to at 
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allied itself at the right moment with Russia 
France and Japan, and was thus able to use its 
entire fieet against Germany and Germany’s al- 
lies from August, 1914, on. Then, in the course 
of the war Italy came in with its considerable 
fieet. The allies of Great Britain also employ 
their fleets in their home waters and on the seas 
@gainst Germany and its allies. 

And since, as is well known, the fleets of Aus- 
fria-Hungary and Turkey are very small, the 
German fleet has had to battle during the last 
§2 months against extraordinary superior might. 


E do not, it ts true, com- 
mand the North Sea with 
our submarines, but we 

have, through them, made it im- 
possible for the British fleet to 
command the North Sea.

It was from the be- 
ginning impossible to prevent the isolation of 
Germany from the oceans, for, on the one hand, 
the German North Sea harbors are above all 
the basis of operations of the German fleet and 
too far distant from the English Channel and 
the northern passage from the North Sea to 
make it possible to keep these open, and, on the 
other hand, the German fleet was and is much too 
small. 

At the beginning of the war, especially after 
Great Britain had taken over the warships be- 
ing built in British shipyards for other nations, 
the German fleet was hardly half as strong as 
the British.

The cruiser battle in the Bay of Helgoland on 
Aug. 28, 1914, was to be a surprise of this nature. 
It cost us some small cruisers and cost the at- 
tacking English squadron heavy damage despite 
its great superiority. This battle was without 
any significance so far as the course of the war 
is concerned. It demonstrated again, however, 
the unfortunate geographic position of the Ger- 
man coasts. 

The English always knew that the German 
could always be found in the so-called Bay of 
Helgoland, since we have no other harbors there. 
The British fleet, on the other hand, which had 
before then frequently enough been hunted for 
by our torpedo boats, was not tied to any definite 
place, but lay at some point on the coasts of 
Great Britain. 

It was highly probable that the leaders of 
Great Britain’s campaign. would have carried on 
strategy of sorties alternating with one of hold- 
ing back in order on the one side to continuously 
weaken the German fleet without running any 
serious risk themselves and on the other in 
order to so disorganize and provoke it that it 
would let itself be induced to enter into a great 
deciding battle under unfavorable conditions and 
in unfavorable position. 

These plans came to nought because of the 
entry into naval warfare of a factor which the 
had not anticipated. This 
was German submarine warfare, the war with 
mines and submarines. Through systematic 
strategic employment of mines and submarines 
the German naval leaders have in a short time 
succeeded in making a continuous stay in the 
North Sea impossible for the British main fleet.

Why British Navy Did Not 


Protect the Lusitania

E have heard an almighty lot about the sinking of the 
W Lusitania of ‘‘why was it that the British navy was un- 
able to protect herf’’ 

The bald truth is that bigger issues were on hand. I forget the 
exact number who went to death in the Lusitania; but split them by 
ten, a hundred, for that matter, by a thousand, the result is still the 
same. If Germans kill noncombatants, they kill them and it matters 
not whether the killing is wholesale or otherwise. To be quite ac- 
curate, nothing matters. If they are killed, they are killed. On this 
principle, German submarines slaughter the crews of old trawlers, 
spending more than they make out of it. 

It doesn’t really matter a rap to the civilian, who is killed, 
whether a thousand others bear him company. It is death all the 
same; just death, nothing more nor less. The British navy under- 
stands that and acts accordingly. The rest of the world does not 
understand. It cannot realize that there is no real difference what- 
ever in a hundred men killed in a hundred days and a hundred men 
killed in one short hour. For that matter, neither can the British navy 
quite understand it. 

But in all these thiugs, the German principle is the same. And that 
principle is the creation of a panic. The Lusitania one day, a mis 
erable little trawler the next.

Concentrated effort on one particular spot is what the Germans most 
desire to produce. Distributed efforts on all spots is what they 
ieast desire to see.

THE PRO-GERMAN PRESS. 


Germany, the Westliche Post of this city, speaks 
of the Wilson administration’s “one-sided atti- 
tude, which is incomprehensible from a truly 
American point of view.” It refers to “the idea 
of neutrality as cobbled in Washington.” These 
are samples of the sneering and derogatory re- 
marks it offers its readers concerning one of 
the greatest and most important communications 
sent from the Government of the United States 
to a foreign nation—a communication touching 
upon issues which involve a violation of Ameri- 
can rights, international law, the principle of 
sea freedom, the rules of humanity.

There is between the German Government and 
the American Government a vital issue, affect- 
ing American rights, American lives and Ameri- 
can property—affecting the sovereignty of the 
United States and the honor and 
the American people.

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THE EASTLAND DISASTER. 

Not since the Gen. Slocum burned, in 1904, has 
there been such a horrifying toll of deaths from 
an inland steamboat disaster as that due to the 
overturning of the Eastland in the Chicago River. 

From the standpoint of the onlooker, it was an 
accident. But actually, as all the facts seem to 
prove, it was the result of criminal carelessness, 
in permitting the boat to be loaded beyond her 
capacity, with a movable human freight, more 
valuable than any argosy of commerce. Just plain 
greed for profit was at the bottom of this whole- 
sale sacrifice of human beings, mostly women 
and children out for a summer day’s pleasure. 

One of the remarks made with regard to the 
occurrence is that America does not have to go 
to war to kill her people—she does it by such 
carelessness as was shown in this and many other 
instances in which greed and official neglect have 
caused untold sorrow. 

A practical suggestion, calculated to prevent 
such disasters in the future, is that passengers for 
excursion boats be admitted through registering 
turnstiles, and that police officials be stationed at 
such turnstiles to close the entrance when the 
boat’s capacity is indicated by the registering ap- 
paratus. 

But with regard to the Eastland, the officials 
and the owners of the boats should be punished 
for their part in thjs unnecessary and frightful 
loss of life.

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GOV. WHITMAN'S BIAS. 

In a letter signed ‘Justice’’ a Post-Dispatch 
reader protests against Gov. Whitman’s passing 
upon Becker’s pjea for clemency. He says it is 
improper for the man who officially prosecuted 
Becker to determine as Governor whether or not 
Becker is entitled to relief. If Gov. Whitman 
were on the bench, the writer says, he could be 
debarred from acting judicially upon any phase 
of the Becker case. As Governor, Whitman acts 
in both a judicial and executive capacity on 
Becker’s plea. 
The point seems well taken. It is a fair legal 
presumption that the man who officially prosecutes 
an accused person is partisan. He may not be 
conscious of it; he may intend to be impartial; 
but his conviction of guilt, his long concentration 
on one side of the case and his personal interest in 
the success of his work inevitably creates a bias. 
The general judgment to this effect is proven by 
press comments in which it is assumed, without 
reflection on Gov. Whitman’s honesty, that he is 
the last man who would intervene in behalf of 
Becker. 

In the Becker plea Gov. Whitman should step 
aside and let the Lieutenant-Governor act or refer 
the plea to an impartial commission. 
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THE MUD-HOLE CLUB. 

A Mud-Hole Club, whose object aside from so- 
cial pleasure, shall be to discover mudholes in 
the road and fix them before they get too bad— 
every community ought to form a Mud-Hole 
Club, says Mr. Buffum. Mr. Buffum is not a 
Pickwick, “but a practical propagandist, pragma- 
tist, quagmirist par excellence, and Missouri’s 
Highway Commissioner in the bargain. 

Tom Sawyer’s meritorious scheme for getting 
his fence whitewashed was narrow in its appeal, 
but a mudhole concerns the common weal. To 
make the discovery and fixing of mudholes posi- 
tive pleasure and privilege, combining the social 
and recreative features with the useful, convert- 
ing athletics to material improvements, building 
uy co-operation, strengthening esthetic ideals, 
fusing the spiritual life of the community and de- 
veloping its soul is a work of profound and noble 
uplift. 

To bring the work of discovering and fixing 
mudholes . within the range of all it would be 
well to divide it into co-ordinate branches, sepa- 
rating the function of discovery from that of 
actual fixing. Thus all energies would be em- 
braced. Discovery would be pursued enthusiastic- 
ally by one brigade of citizens, while fixing, shov- 
eling, hauling, etc., would be left to those who did 
not join the first brigade but whose sober indus- 
try exceeded their enthusiasm or zeal for mere 
quest. We conceive the ideal Mud-Hole Club to 
include a sufficient number of these active mem- 
bers to fix all the holes that the more progressive 
and temperamental members would discover. 
Unquestionably a good active Mud-Hole Club 
would be the very thing to rescue many a dole- 
ful community from the Slough of Despond. The 
Mudfog Association of the immortal Charles 
Dickens merely contributed to the laughter of the 
gods, but Mr. Buffum’s Mud-Hole Club goes right 
down to bedrock human needs and community 
first principles. Somebody has got to fix those 
mudholes or nobody can get anywhere. 
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CONSTRUCTIVE PROHIBITION. 

At first blush it is a bit disconcerting to per- 
ceive that prohibition in Russia has driven some 
ot the peasants to drink furniture polish, with 
unhappy effects. Yet, rightly interpreted, this is 
no argument against prohibition, but an argu- 
ment in favor of better furniture polish—an ar- 
gument in favor of better prohibition, wider 
and more drastic prohibition, indeed what may 
be called constructive prohibition. Prohibition 
heretofore has been destructive only. 
Constructive prohibition would promptly look 
tu the upbuilding of a furniture polish that cheers 
but does not inebriate in place of the inferior 
grade that evidently inebriates but does not 
cheer. Constructive prohibition would  univer- 
sally promote the purification or adaptation to 
the human stomach and temperament of such 
popular substitutes as man’s thirst-driven inge- 
nuity has perverted from their original uses.

e4 T begins to look as if some party Would have 
| to run Col. Roosevelt on a big army and navy 
platform, after all,’’ Mr. Antwine said. ‘‘He 
is whooping it up on the Pacific Coast until he has 
everybody out there quaking in their boots, and it 
won’t be long until he will get his propaganda work- 
ing on this side of the Rockies. The Colonel has 
something there at a time when he can press it, and 
he is not the man to neglect a political opportunity. 
While other people who think exactly what he thinks 
about it have contented themselves with writing

If we have to 
back down in that controversy because we are not 
prepared to accomplish anything by going to war, 
the Colonel will at once begin running for a presi- 
dential nomination on some ticket, and he will run 
like a whitehead. 

‘*‘While I don’t think we are being Chinafied, as 
the Colonel says, I do agree with him to a degree. 
I think we ought to have an adequate navy, and I 
think we ought to have a more general preparation 
for military service in case we are called on. The 
Colonel says we haven’t even a secure hold on the 
Panama Canal, and if that is so we ought to have 
one. The only respect in which I distrust what he 
says is that he says it. He is so certain that the 
world is doomed to war forever, and so out of sym- 
pathy with the desire of so many people to do away 
with it, that one cannot help distrusting anything 
he says on that subject.

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GROWTH APTER DEATH. 


BAILEY.—“Does hair row after 
death?” Dr. Caldwell ef Iowa states 
that he was present at the exhuma- 
tion of a body that had bean buried 
four years. He found that the coffin 
had given at the joints, and that the 
hair protruded through the openings 
@e had evidence to shew tbat tae 
deceased was shaved before 
nevertheless, the hair of the 
measured 18 inches, the whiskers 
inches, and the hair of the breas: 
# inches to 6 inches. Again, the sam 
author describes, in connection wit: 
a murder trial, that the chin of th 
murdered man was clean-shave: 
when te body was found, but the 
hair Brew after discovery It was 
argued for the prisoner, unsuccess- 
fully, that this evidence pointed to 
recent death, medical witnesses re- 
fusing to accept the growth of the 
hair after death, and explaining the 
apparent growth as due to mere 
shrinkage of the skin. Bichat, the 
famous French anatomist, states that 
he has himself observed the growth 
vf hair on the after death. The 
skin had been closely shaved, and 
was macerated for a week, and real 
elongation occurred. This, from so 
celebrated an observer as Bichat. is 
strong testimony. At the same time 
he gives the statement of his assist- 
ant, that the hair continued to grow 
if putrefaction did not occur for some 
days after death. Good, a _ well- 
known medical authority, writes to 
the same effect; but the references 
which he gives tn evidence fail to 
bear out his statement. One of the 
writers on whom he relies, Camerari- 
us, States that he has kept the corpse 
of a man who had been hanged for 
25 years, and that though he had 
pared the nailg on several occasions 
they grew again. The hair, however, 
did not. The growth was only appar- 
ent, due to the wasting and shrink- 
age of the other parts. Heister, his 
second authority, attaches no cre- 
dence to the belief that hair can 
grow after death, A surgeon, WII- 
lian Arthur Jones, writes that his 
late ee Dr. W. E. Lioyd, was 
concerned in 1881 with a case of ex- 
humation at Bedminster. The de- 
ceased was clean-shaven at the time 
of death, but on exhumation three 
months later was found to have 
grown a fine beard. Then there is 
the well-known case told by Gen, 
Naasbot in his memoirs, how Napo- 
leon sent back the body of a dead 
General to Paris preserved in a cas- 
ket of rum. The cask was mislaid, 
and when opened sume years later 
the General's mustache had rown 
down to his feet. And there is the 
story of Dante Gabriel Rossetti's 
wife, told by Hall Catne. The manu- 
script of Rossetti’'s poems had been 
buried in the coffin and when this 
was opened it was found that the 
golden tresses of the corpse had 
grown round the poet’s works, s0 
that they had to be cut in order that 
the poems might be recovered. In 
Mme. Bernhardt's memoirs the dis- 
tinguished actress explains how she 
went to see the dead body of her 
governess and how she found to her 
horror the corpse of what to her 
young eyes appeared to be a beardcd 
man.

3 Germany’s Attack on the Orduna 


SITUATION AGGRAVATED. 


New York Times: It is impossible to account 
for this newest outrage, in view of the strained 
relations between 3ermany and the United States, 
except on the hypothesis that, no matter what 
complications may ensue, Germany intends to 
continue her submarine warfare on the plan an- 
nounced last February. Though the Orduna 
escaped uninjured, the attack upon her, from the 
German point of view, which has been so often 
expressed lately, was actually a worse outrage 
than the Sinking of the Lusitania. The German 
view of that act is not accepted by Americans. 
But no attempt can be made to complicate this 
case by asserting that the Orduna was carrying 
materials for the destruction of German soldiers. 

The international situation created by the latest 
German note in relation to the massacre of more 
than 100 Americans in the destruction of the Lusi- 
tania was sufficiently grave; it is aggravated by 
this wanton attempt to sink the Orduna. In 
spite of the already protracted diplomatic corre- 
spondence between the two countries, American 
citizens are not {immune from danger on the high 
seas from which all neutrals have hitherto been 
protected by international law. 


AT GERMANY’S MERCY. 

New York Tribune: Is there no person in Ger- 
many or America to persuade the German Gov- 
ernment that a policy of assassination, a course 
of murder, must inevitably end in a reprisal? 
Great Britain, Russia, France, Italy, Belgium and 
Servia are at war with Germany. Tomorrow, if 
Germany persists in her course, we also shall be 
in the conflict all unwittingly. The 10 feet that 
separated the Orduna from the German torpedo 
measure accurately and exactly the distance be- 
tween war and peace for the United States. We 
are at the mercy of the first successful German 
attempt at murder. 

To the Tribune the idea of an unnecessary war 
is abhorrent. It is satisfied that the millions of 
American citizens want only peace. But how is 
peace to be preserved if every day's history brings 
new attacks upon American lives? And the ques- 
tion is not limited to America. If Germany actu- 
ally professes the doctrine her acts illustrate, 
then there is nothing left for any nation, any 
race, but to go out and fight as they would fight 
a wild beast or an outlaw. 


OUR RIGHTS IGNORED. 

New York Globe: What we must face, if the 
facts are as presented by Capt. Taylor, is that 
Germany insists, despite our protests, on her 
right to destroy British ships regardless of their 
character or usefulness to neutrals, as reprisal for 
the allies’ attempt to blockade her ports. In 
plain deeds she says she will sink enemy ships 
wherever she can get at them, wherever they are 
going, whomever or whatever they may contain. 
Our rights she does not discuss. Mer own right 
t ture us while trying to injure her enemies 
Sp Goes BX maintain by argument. She merely 
aeserts that right by her action. 


PATIENCE ABOUT EXHAUSTED. 
Philadelphia Ledger: Only a poor aim saved 
the Cunard liner Orduna from the fate of the 
Lusitania. The story told on her arrival at New 
York is a pertinent comment upon the plausible 
excuses of Count von Bernstorff and the sincerity 
of the promise that Germany was to show more 
humanity hereafter in her warfare upon merchant- 
men. A torpedo was launched at the Orduna 
without warning. It missed by some 10 yards. 
Zhen the aubmarine opened fire and shot at her 
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seven times, hitting her three times, before it 
abandoned pursuit. Comment on this perform- 
ance is superfluous. It was a deliberate attempt at 
murder on the high seas, abhorrent to every 
principle for which the President is contending. 
Indeed, it was in effect a defiance of the demands 
he has made, a plain avowal of an intention to 
continue a policy of brutal disregard of law and 
humanity. There were American citizens upon 
this ship, too, and their right to travel on a peace- 
ful veg el under any flag was wantonly trans- 
gressed by the German commander. Is it worth 
while to argue much longer with a nation so ob- 
viously determined to flout us? Has not the limit 
of patience yet been reached? 


AN AFFRONT. 


Louisville Courier-Journal: The continuance 
of this campaign of murder,inan hour when itis 
still a subject of friendly negotiations between the 
two Governments, partakes of the nature of an 
affront. 

Excuses for this latest attack will tax even Ger- 
man ingenuity. The old plea of contraband car- 
goes—irrelevant in any case—in this one is not 
even true. She will scarcely again attempt the 
fiction of concealed guns. It is difficult to imagine 
with what words she will surround it. She may 
as well know in advance that we are in no temper 
t. fence longer with the sort of silliness contained 
in her two Lusitania notes. It is inconceivable 
that the Washington Government will permit any 
idle stringing out of negotiations which this latest 
outrage shows to be plainly hopeless. 


CONFIRMS GERMAN NOTE. 


Washington Herald: There will be no surprise 
at the attempt without warning to sink the Or- 
duna and murder everyone on board except to 
those who unreasoningly concluded that while 
negotiations between Berlin and Washington were 
pending Germany had temporarily suspended the 
savage mode of warfare against which President 
Wilson so earnestly protested. Such conclusion 
was without the least justification. Berlin, in the 
terms of its last note, practically ended negotia- 
tions with Wsahington, and there is no reason 
to doubt that it was done intentionally. And in 
that note the frequent intimation was contained 
that it was Germany's intention to continue re- 
lentlessly the method of warfare of which the 
Orduna and her passengers were so nearly the 
victims. 

The incident has scarcely intensified the diplo- 
matie crisis between the two nations, because 
there was nothing in Germany's note to lead Pres- 
icent Wilson and his advisers to believe that her 
submarines would refrain from attacking without 
warning the first merchantman that offered a 
trrget, with the purpose and intent of killing 
everyone on board regardles of nationality. Lives 
of Americans on the high seas are in hourly peril. 
Germany has informed us that their safety may 
be secured only by sailing under conditions !- 
down by Germany. 


MALIGNANT AUDACITY. 

Philadelphia Press: After Germany's apology 
for the Nebraskan affair, after the boast in Berlin 
that submarine commanders were under instruc- 
tions to be very careful of human life, the attempt 
on another passenger ship without warning is 
astounding. The sheer malignant audacity of the 
crime is incalculable. There is no room here for 
any Pecksniffian excuse of an “unhappy accident.’ 
The time chosen for the attack aggravates its 
heinous character.

AMERICA’S ULTIMATUM. 

New York World: “The United States is no 
longer concerned with what Gerpany says. It 
is concerned only with what Germany does. Presi- 
dent Wilson’s third note in respect to the issues 
of law and humanity raised by the Lusitania mas- 
sacre is the final word of the United States. The 
note is not an ultimatum in form, but it is an 
ultimatum in substance. The imperial Govern- 
ment is courteously but emphatically informed 
that the United States intends to maintain its 
rights as a neutral on the high seas, without com- 
promise and at any cost. 


THE WILL OF THE PEOPLE. 

New York Tribune: “The supreme merit of 
the latest note is that it faces the facts as they 
are. It tells the truth that has aiways been un- 
mistakable and it tells it in words that can 
neither provoke just resentment nor permit honest 
misapprehension. The President’s message is an 
admirable American document. Whatever be the 
consequences, no question of partisan or personal 
difference will contribute to weaken the effect of 
a message which expresses the will of the whole 
American people. 


OUR CONSCIENCE IS CLEAR. 

New York Sun: “The German answer may 
come in words. It may be expressed in deeds. 
Whatever its tenor, the United States has done 
neither more nor less than its obligations de- 
manded and confronts the future confident and 
with conscience clear. In the meantime the im- 
mediate circumstances suggest that the duty of 
those who denominate themselves German-Ameri- 
cans is to endeavor now to encourage good rela- 
tions between the countries that enlist their sym- 
pathetic interest, and to refrain from fomenting 
discord and violence in the land of their domi- 
cile. 

COURAGEOUS AND FIRM. 

New York Times: “With courage and firm- 
ness President Wilson has responded to the hopes 
and the deep convictions of the American people. 
It is for Germany to choose which path she wil] 
follow. Our self-respect, our honor and our safety 
we have reserved to our own keeping. 


HAMMERS IN THE FACTS. 

New York Herald: “The most frequent com- 
ment put upon the last German note was that it 
was studiously flippant and irrelevant. The com- 
ment most pertinent upon the construction of the 
last American note is that it is cutting, direct 
and designedly severe. 

Probably no diplomatic note that did not pre- 
cede war ever so brutally hammered in facts. The 
United States finds the note “very unsatisfactory.” 
It speaks of “an act beyond the law,” of “an un- 
pardonable offense against sovereignty.” 

It speaks of ‘admissions of illegality and need- 
less destruction of human life,” of the freedom of 
the seas, which are to be contended for “without 
compromise and at any cost.” It warns Germany 
that further attacks on Americans “will be delib- 
erately unfriendly.”” Language could not be 
stronger. It is impossible for the German Foreign 
Office longer to misunderstand: 


RESPONSIBILITY IS GERMANY’S. 

Pittsburg Dispatch: “There is not the slight- 
est tinge of hostility in any word or line. But 
the responsibility 1s squarely put up to Germany 
that, if the wishes of this country, which are held 
to be in strict harmony with international law, 
and with the principles of humanity, are disre- 
garded hereafter, the relations between the two 
countries will likely lose their amiability. 

NO REPLY IS NEEDED. 

Boston Post: “The note is clear, so straight- 
forward, so lacking in the customary frills of 
diplomatic language that there seems no longer 
any possibility of an evasive or argumentative 
reply. Indeed, it asks no reply. The burden of 
the offense is on Germany. 


WE WILL NOT RETREAT. 

Boston Herald: “From the logic of the Presi- 
dent’s note there can be no escape from the re- 
sponsibilities which it imposes. The American 
people exhibit no desire to retreat. 


LUSITANIA ACCOUNT UNCANCELED 

Boston Globe: “Taken as a whole, the note 
represents mature and moderate American opin- 
ion. It is the first note with the stiffness re- 
moved. We serve notice that we still hold an ac- 
count against Germany. Her refusal to pay does 
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not cancel the bill. It still stands on the books. 
Like the French spoliation and the Alabama 
claims, this account may stand for a number of 
years, but there it will remain until it is paid. 
A VIGOROUS REAFsIRMAITON, 

Cleveland Plain Dealer: “The note is a vig- 
orous reaffirmation of the position taken by the 
United States. Unquestionably the people of this 
country will stand by President Wilson with the 
same evidences of loyal support that were forth- 
coming following the previous communications to 
the imperial Government. The issue, wherever 
it leads, rests with Germany. 

RIGHT PRINCIPLES UPHELD. 

Baltimore American: “In no note that the 
United States has sent to Germany has the prin- 
ciple of might makes right been so clearly and 
definitely repudiated as in this latest. The refuge 
of lies has been swept away. Not with belliger- 
ency, but with a calm consciousness of leaving 
no support for the German positions, the note has 
set forth the undeviating attitude of the United 
States. 

NOT UNDULY HOSTILE.

A PROPHEC) FULFILLED. 

New York Times: The murderer of Stanford 
White at last goes free. By the provision of law 
and under the terms of his sentence, his detention 
at Matteawan was to ¢ontinue until he became 
sane. A jury and a Judge of the Supreme Court 
have found him sane. The term we have used 
is not misapplied, for if Thaw is sane now he was 
sane on that June night nine years ago when he 
killed Stanford White. The crime and the circum- 
stances of the crime create a presumption amount- 
ing to a certainty that if he was then insane, his 
mental affliction was of an incurable nature. The 
legally established fact of sanity at this time 
establishes by reasonable inference and with the 
force of certainty bis sanity in the legal sense at 
the time of the murder. Thaw should have suf- 
fered the penalty for his crime. 

That he is now set free fulfills in a remarkable 
manner a prophecy made more than five years ago 
in a report of the special committee on the com- 
mitment and discharge of the criminal insane, pre- 
sented at a meeting of the State Bar Association 
in Rochester in January, 1910. 

' To keep this murderer under restraint the State 
of New York has for nine years done battle against 
the Thaw money.

HE following letters were sent to the Post-Dispatch for publication 

by persons who received them from friends or relatives in the war 
None of the letters were written with the expectation that 
they would be published and they therefore accurately reflect conditions as 
the writers saw them. Three previous installments of these letters have 


scope with which I have been observing 
four trench mortars with which we have 
been bombarding the German positions. 

I came here for the third time yes- 
terday morning at 2 a. m., and will be 
relieved tomorrow morning at the same 
hour. Up till two hours ago I found 
this life rather monotonous, but a lit- 
tle excitement is now going on, for quite 
av few shells have exploded all around 
us and an aerial torpedo which fell just 
behind the trench covered the gun crew 
all over with dirt, but no one was hurt. 
My periscope has been demolished by a 
rifle bullet, but no great damage was 
done to it. 

I received my baptism of fire at 2 
a. m., June 6 It was a most beautiful 
sight, for the sky was constantly kept 
illuminated by skyrockets fired by both 
sides—the trenches at that point are 120 
yards apart, and as a constant mus- 
ketry fire was Kept up, one not ac- 
quainted with the true conditions would 
have believed that a Fourth of July 
celebration was going on. I made up 
my mind not to try to dodge the 
flying bullets and I fully succeeded. The 
shells which usually travel slower than 
the sound they make, can to some ex- 
tent be avoided by throwing oneself on 
the ground. The shell fragments usually 
pass over and unless a shell falls on 
you, there is not much danger of being 
hurt. <All our work is in the trenches 
and, of course, we share the life of the 
infantry, but we never charge with 
them. It is rather dangerous work and 
not at all liked by the artillerymen, who 
find themselves much better two miles 
to the rear of the trenches. I find more 
of the men devoid of interest in what 
they do—the trench mortar crews—and 
{ now find myself doing what the non- 
coms ought to do; my knowledge of 
geodesy enables me to do an officer's 
work, and the men under whom I work 
are beginning to depend on me to regu- 
date the fire of the mortars or “crapou- 
jllaun,”” as they are popularly called by 
the troops. A quite severe bombardment 
vf our position has been going on, but 
an inspection of the material shows that 
no damage has been done. 

I have not shaved for a week, and as 
I have been sleeping on the zround and 
have not seen a drop of warer for two 
days I am as dirty as a tramp. Please 
write as often as you can. Your letters 
are more welcome than ever. Remem- 
ber my note in my last letter to you.

A German Lusitania View. 

(Letter from Mrs. Frieda Wehle of Ber- 
lin to her sister, Mrs. R. Kantorwitz, 
3995 Hartford street, St. Louis.) 


BERLIN, June 12, 1915. 

Dear Rosa—The papers this evening 
bring President Wilson’s answer in the 
Lusitania casge. Anyway, it is not what 
England would have liked it to be. It 
really would have been too crazy :f 
America would have made a common 
cause with our enemies. All those war 
agitators have no idea of the sorrows 
that even a victorious war brings. 


You should thank God that your boys 
are spared to you. The first of owr cir- 
cle fell the other day, a dear, fine boy, 
18 years old, war votunteer. When we 
hear these things, then the anger 
against those who caused this war rises 
again, so they probably would like to 
conclude peace if they could do so hon- 
orably. Italy does not worry us: we 
view it with scorn and the hope that it 
will get the beating it deserves. Our 
cause in Galicia has developed splendid- 
ly, and it is only a question of a short 
time till the Austrian territory will be 
cleared. The Russians are already leav- 
ing Lemberg with their administration 
department. And when they are out of 
there then the rest will go so much 
quicker. 


No Food Shortage. 


It Is nonsense if anyone writes that 
we have a scarcity of food. Flour and 
potatoes are a good deal cheaper, since 
it is ascertained that there fs plenty un- 
til October. Of course, some things like 
rice and canned fruit and vegetables 
aré scarce, 80 we eat something else. 
Of course, there are always people who 
will, if they have to, dispense with any 
little thing they are accustomed to. 
Nobody is starving, not even the pris- 
oners, and if we get another million, I 
only admire the immense amount of 
work it costs, that everything goes just 
right and everything fs produced—food, 
drinks and ammunition. It would have 
been hard for us if we would have had 
to depend upon Amerfca, but we get 
along all right. All tnose descriptions 
of German barbarism and harshness 
are silly inventiofts or worse than that. 
But why did the Americans sail on the 
Lusitania? 


We were worrled about the King of 
Greece and are glad that he is feeling 
better. Rumania is also hesitating, and 
we hope they will not help the Rus- 
sians. It is very warm, and everybody 
sighs for rain, that the fields do not 
dry out entirely. As vacation time comes 
nearer everybody is getting . ready 
for their summer trip, in spite of the 
war. Life is really like In time of peace, 
only that more and more women take 
the men’s places. 


My husband is stil! at the Rhine, but 
business is slow through the war. Cot- 
ton and wool is scarce and so are the 
workers. I have good news from Dr. 
Kiein. The fistula on his tooth is healed 
and he ig back at the front. He hopes 
to get a furlough soon. I dGen’t see 
much of the folks, as I am very busy 
with the war-help commission (Red 


Cross), lots of running and lots of 


rest from the firing line and are not 
sorry, as we have been through some 
awfully hard fighting lately. I will try 
to give you an account of the worst of 
the battle we were in. 

We were in billets in a barn the after- 
noon the Germans started things. It was 
about 4 o’clock in the afternoon and the 
shells were coming quite close to our 
billets. Then some French soldiers run- 


ted us and began sniping. Then we 
knew that it was not our own men who 
had passed us at the billet, but the Ger- 
mans, 

We immediately formed into extended 
line and started to advance on them. 
When we were within 100 yards of the 
Germans We saw that they were in- 
trenched, so we charged and took one

Horrors of War

German officer who was wounded. His 
men had made him as comfortable as 
possible, but he died the next day. 
Shortly after taking the trench, we 
found that the Germans were holding a 
house and barn about 50 yards in front 
of us. On orders we charged and took 
the house after a few minutes’ fighting. 
Dawn was breaking about this time and 
our trench would not hold all of us, 80 
the remainder had to dig a trench with 
our digging tools, and, believe, me, it 
was ‘“‘some’’ job, with the Germans 
rouring lead into us all the time. About 
10 fellows and myself had gotten mixed 
up with the Third Battalion; we stayed 
with them until night and then joined 
our own company, which had dug a 
trench to the left of the hceuse. 

The next morning the French started 
to retreat and we could see all the fight- 
ing on our right between the Germans 
and the French. The Germans started 
to pour everything from Jack Johnson 
down into us, and in a little while they 
had taken the village which was right 
in the rear of our trench. Then came 
the order to retire. Hell on earth was 
waging on the field that I had to go 
through, as I looked back. I gave up 
all hope of ever getting through alive. 
By this time the Germans were pouring 
lead into us from all sides and from 
the rear. But we had to take a chance 
and started to run. Since we were the 
last to leave our stand, we could see 
the boys in retreat falling like grass. [ 
got through without a scratch, but God 
alone knows how. 

After the Germans were halted we 
were placed in the reserve trenches al- 
most every night and were always un- 
der shell fire, even while in the billets. 
So you can guess how glad we are to be 
getting a rest. We expect to be off 
again now at any time. Your loving 
brother, NORMAN. 

P. S.—I have been promoted to Ser- 
geant. 

(Letter from Frank Wrigley, who is 
with the new English army, -to his 
brother, Thomas, of 6407 Ridge avenue ) 
Dear Tom and Nan: 

I was glad to hear from you and to 
hear that you are getting on fine. ] 
wrote pust after the new year and as 
I didn’t get a reply I thought you had 
flitted. We haven't gone to France yet, 
although we are trained enough. I think 
they can’t get rifles quick enough to 
equip us with. 

I will give you a day’s program: 5:3), 
reveille; 7—7:45, physical training; 8, 
breakfast; 9-12, company training, at- 
tack and defense and musketry; 2, din- 
ner; 2:30—4:45, signaling, trenching, bay- 
onet fighting; 5, tea; 6, lecture. 

Some days we go route marching all 
day, start out about 9 o’clock and come 
back about 5 or 6. We used to do about 
2% miles on an average, but they have 
cut it down a lot now. We have to dv 
all sorts of work now, at night, digging 
trenches, attacking positions or outpost 
schemes.

the return of any goods, and after that 
time they will be considered sold. Mil- 
linery and furniture will not be sent on 
approval hereafter. 

The reason for the new rules, the 
merchants say. is that customers have 
abused the privilege of returning goods. 
One store estimates that the return of 
goods cost them in one year in delivery 
charges alone, at least $18,000. Many 
persons, they say, order goods for wear 
at a particular function or for a par- 
ticular display and then return them. 

Merchandise, when repacked in homes 
for return, usually is carelessly packed 
and becomes solled or broken, and is 
a loss to the store. 

In addition to the damage to the 
goods, merchants say they suffer a loss 
in an investment in stock which ts not 
available for sale. They estimate that 
the value of goods returned to all stores 
in a year is more than $1,000,000. This, 
they say, represents their money which 
is tied up, and at the same time de- 
prives the buying public of a complete 
stock to select from. 

The time used by employes in looking 
after returned goods is also a large 
item of store expense. One manager

Then I discovered that all 
of them were in varying degrees under 
the influence of liquor. Does it take 
wine to make men enthusiastic for war, 
% wondered? The enthusiasm of the 
bystanders is easy to explain. It's ex 
citing to kill with your mouth. To 
stay safe at home and shout for the 
other fellow who is going to do your 
fighting is easy. 

A woman leaned against a pile of 
luggage sobbing. A soldier passed 
close to her singing the song of Gari- 
baldi. It was too much. ‘Fool!’ she 
screamed at him, ‘“‘Why do you sing? 
Don't you know you are going to your 
death? It is just such nonsense as 
yours that has taken my son away from 
me to be slaughtered.” ‘Signora,’’ he 
answered her, “it is better to die sing- 
ing than sighing.’’ 


Duty, Not Enthusiasm. 

A naval officer boarded the train at 
Genoa. He was on the way to join his 
ship. We spoke together long and 
soberly. 

He said that war was unthinkable— 
a dreary waste, an enterprise that vio- 
lated his every instinct. He had no 
heart for it. But he did not see what 
else could be done to preserve the na- 
tional integrity. Had an alternative 
existed he would gladly have welcomed 
the alternative. But war had come and 
he must do his duty. 

But doing one’s duty 
equivalent of enthusiasm. 

In the hotel here in Rome I spoke to 
my femme de chambre. ‘‘What do you 
think of the war?’ I asked her. She 
turned to me, her patient body swung 
into a pose of passionate protest— 
tears were in her eyes. ‘‘What do I’ 
think of war, madame? I, who have 
sent my husband—to be killed, perhaps. 
Y think it is cruel, horrible, menacing. 
I think it so unbearable thet if there 
were a revolution against war I should 
join it. Think, madame, what will 
happen to me if my husband is killed. 
Life will be over for me, too, and 
who will look after my little bambino? 
She, too, will die. Three of us dead 
then—for nothing. Or, if my husoand is 
wounded so that he cannot work, then 
I must support him and my bambino. 
And I have always worked. I would 
like some time to rest.” 


“La Patrie? What Is It to Me?” 

“But what about the patrie?’’ I asked. 

‘‘La native, ja patrie, what is it to 
me? I work just the same whether 
there is war or no war. War makes me 
work harder, c’est tout. And imazin- 
ing, madame, now i must work long and 
long with always fear in my: heart. 
What will happen to him? I think I 
shall die of fear before I know. Ah, 
madame, you should know my husband. 
He is so gentle and kind. The night 
before he left he cried: ‘What should 
I do,’ he said, ‘killing a man? I, who 
cannot bring myself to strike a dog? I 
do not ate any man. I do not hate an 
Austrian, why should I kill him?’ Ah, 
madame, so it is. And I, I know how 
he suffers, and I suffer, too. I hate 
the war that makes this suffering go 
great.’’ 

By this time she was sobbing. ‘But 
some people wart the war,’’ I said. 
“Not many people feel like you do, do 
they? I’m told that this is a people’s 
war.”’

wife wants it, I mean. They all feel 
like me. Oh, yes, there are some peo- 
ple who want it. They think they 
would have more chance to make a liv- 
ing if some folks were out of the way.”’

“Better to Take a Chance.”

I agreed with him. 

I asked a friend who had been here 
many years, ‘Does any one want this 
war?’ “Not that I can see,”’ she said. 
‘“‘Now that it is here, they whip up their 
enthusiasm because it must be faced. 
But up to two days before the war they 
never dreamed they would have it. They 
yelled and ~blustered, and suddenly 
when it came, they sobered into realiza- 
tion. I have traveled through = the 
Abruzzi and other provinces; nowhere 
dc I find enthusiasm. The country folk 
are in despair; they say the war has 
been brought on by Jingo Rome. My 
gareleuere and chauffeur were called, 
I assure you, I never knew more un- 
happy men."’ 

Another friend who 
had the same story to tell. ‘People 
are not enthusiastic. At most they 
do their duty. My chauffeur was called 
a week ago. He cried. I did what I 
could to console him; so did others. 
The day after ha left I asked his friend 
how he behaved at the end. A!ways 
the same, madame,’ he answered; ‘cry- 
ing, always the same. I encouraged 
him. His father encouraged him, but

course, now that she is in it, she must 
keep at it, and therefore she keeps 
telling herself how glad she is to be 
where she is. The phrase has been so 
often repeated that war was necessary 
to keep the nation intact and powerful 
that people say it automatically now, 
not knowing what it means. But their 
belief and enthusiasm grow in repeti- 
tion. That and a romantic appeal for 
the enslaved provinces of Trieste and 
Trentino, pictured as beautiful women, 
sets the Italian mind on fire. All thefr 
jingo passes for enthusiasm. The only 
real test, of course, js your sppeal to 
the sober judgment of all individual 
people.”’ 

I watched the faces of some soldiers 
off to the front. They were being 
accompanied through the streets by 
an excited, cheering crowd. I noticed 
that they did very little cheering 
themselves. They looked a bit dazed. 
They each had tricycles and side by 
side with each tramped friends and 
relations. The friends, of course, 
were very jolly (oh, that jubilant 
business of sending somebody else 
to fight!). The mothers and sisters 
and little children were not so jolly, 
though they were swept along by a 
feeling of pride in him about whom 
everybody was making such a fuss. 

Atmosphere of Glory. 

I believe the interest and import- 
ance that gathers about the head of 
a departing soldier is the only thing 
that makes a mother or wife able to 
part with him. For its effect upon 
her is to produce a feeling of awe 
and sacredness which really makes 


the moment, and even say she is glad 
to have him go. And, of course, this 
situation ts tremendously played upon 


supply all the resplendent parapher- 
nalia of war and throw an atmosphere 
of glory about the whole ugly process 
of leading men to death. The unnat- 
ural atmosphere impresses everybody 
and for the time even drives nominal 
reactions into the background. So is 
drummed up the “heroic response” of 
which d’Annunzio speaks. In reality 
it is bewilderment and sentimentality 
—the intoxication of imagining an 
emotion and yourself in the grip. 

In spite of the bit of glory which 
hung about them, I noticed tears and 
fears on the faces of some; of an 
old hump-backed mother, for exam- 
ple, who marched beside her son; of 
a young wife who was sending her 
sweetheart husband; of here a woman 
and there a woman whom even the 
noise and crowd and exaltation could 
not sweep into the current of forget- 
fuless. I wished that they might 
have a few moments’ exaltation be- 
fore the many weary months of wait- 
ing and want that lay before them. 

And then one night I stumbled upon 
a company of soldiers in the darkened 
side street marching to the trains for 
the north. There was no band, there 
was no crowd, there was no glory. And 
the faces were dull and listless, or 
tense and (orce at least) quivering, or 
hopeless, or troubled, or piteously be- 
wildered like a sheep that is led to the 
slaughter. 

There was no enthusiasm there. 
Species ef Auto-Intoxication. 
This is the tale I have to tell. And 
when I tell it here in Rome people say 
that I am untrue and unjust. They as- 
sure me—these friends of mine—that 
Italy is mad for war—mad to free Tri- 
este and Trentino, mad for liberty. That 
the people want war and are glad to 
go—glad to give. That they themselves 
are likewise glad to give and are giv- 
ing daily. In fact, they talk so fast 
and so passionately that I am more 
than ever sure that this war spirit is 
a species of auto-intoxication. The so- 
berer folk, even in these same circles, 
say gravely that “war is hell,” but one 
must do one’s duty. Apparently all 
that anybody wants, then, is an alter- 
native to war. Who will supply it? If 
nobody else volunteers, I will. But 
about that I will tell you at some fu- 

ture date. 

Meanwhile let me tell you what the 
Marquis San G—— said: “If I wish to 
change a timber poste I must introduce 
a bill into Parliament, refer it to com- 
mittee, head it again, refer it again, 
bring it in for a third time, refer to a 
committee of the house and firally vote 
upon it. (These may not be the exact 
processes he déscribed, but the stages 
were seven.) 

“So much is necessary to change s0 
simple a thing as a timber poste. But 
te make war not a third of this process 
is necessary. A vote in the Flouse in 
Tebruary and again in May and volla! 
the country has launched upon this 
dreadful business. To make war should 
he at least as much a matter of demo- 
cratic procedure as to make law." 

And so I think.

Niedringhaus' who announced that

Keough was caught beneath a car 
load of hot cinders a week ago and 
badly crushed. Dr. Niedringhaus asked 


the company to post notices calling for 
volunteers for the blood transfusion. 
The seven men, whose physical con- 
dition was considered most perfect, 
were accepted. Following their accept- 
ance Dr. Niédringhaus took the men 'n 
charge and prepared them by physical 
tests.

The Lokal Anzeiger in an apparently 
inspired article asserts its confidence 
that Germany, in utilizing its subma- 
rines in the future, will endeavor tu 
combine advantage for Germany with 
the lease possible detriment to neutral 
interests and expresses the elief that 
the American note will furnish ground 
for further negotiations. 

After pointing out the friendly form 
of the note, the Lokal Anzeiger says: 


“The question raised in the note must 
naturally be considered carefully by 
the German authorities; therefore it is 
impossible for the time being to fore- 


‘ cast the answer. 


Not Regarded As Final. 

“The British version, indicating that 
America considered the note as the final 
word in the negotiations, is entirely un- 
founded. 

“After the previous negotiations the 
wonfidence, in any case, is justified 
that Germany will continue to em- 
ploy her valuable submarine weapon 
over which the present differences 
of opinion have arisen, in a manner 
useful to us, and least damaging for 
meutrals. We had and have, natural- 
ly, no interests in arraying neutrals 
against us. On the contrary, it must 
be known to be our policy to avoid 
everything unnecessarily endangering 
the well-comprehended rights of neu- 
tral states.” 

The Germania and the Boerser Zel- 
tung briefly discuss the note in terms 
Wery similar to those of the Lokal 
Anzeiger. The Germania assures its 
Feaders that the recent inactivity of 
submarines was due to bad weather 
and not to a vessation of submarine 
warfare.

Berlin, It Is Held, Would Need 
Only to Adopt as Permanent

WASHINGTON, July 24.—While no 
word has reached here from Berlin 
regarding the impression made on 
the German people by President Wil- 
son’s note the belief is general that 
it will be favorable, 

But whether it is or not the Presi- 
dent has “touched the right spot” in 
this country, according to Govern- 


ment officials and members of Con- 
gress. And this is reflected by in- 
formation received at the White 
House and forwarded to the Presi- 
dent at his summer home in New 
Hampshire. 

The diplomatic view is that, while 
the President has couched his final 
words in forcible, though polite, lan- 
guage, he has stretched a point to 
give the German Government an op- 
portunity to make concessions. The 
acceptance of this opportunity, in- 
ternational authorities believe, will 
not cause Germany loss of prestige 
abroad or humiliation at home. 

German Viewpoint Favorable. 

The German viewpoint as reflected 
in official circles is singularly fa- 
vorable. While Count ‘von Bern- 
storff, the German Ambassador, sed- 
ulously refrains from making any 
comment regarding it, there is jus- 
tification for the statement that his 
interpretation of the  President’s 
final declaration is that “While the 
first and last parts of it are ‘a trifle 
harsh as to language’ the rest of it 
is couched in most friendly terms.” 

Diplomatic opinion privately ex- 
pressed is decidedly optimistic as to 
a peaceful outcome of the contro- 
versy between the United States and 
Germany, unless, as said, the latter 
Government fears the possible con- 
sequences at home of what might be 
regarded as a surrender of: its 
rights. 

The solution of the dificulty. \- 
pears to be reasonably clear to > a 
plomatists. Germany has only to jn- 
dicate profound regret for the «n- 
sequences to American lives and in- 
terests of its policy in making war 
on Great Britain and continue the 
precautions that it has observed 
since the destruction of the Lusi- 
tania. 

The process by which it can be ac- 
complished, according to leading of- 
ficials of this Government and rep- 
resentatives of foreign nations ac- 
credited to it, is decidely simple and, 
in effect, demanded by the President, 
Germany will merely have to give 
official notice that it has adopted as 
permanent the policy now in prac- 
tice, 

It is generally accepted that there 
already exists tacit understanding 
between the United States and the 
Kaiser’s diplomatic representative, 
speaking with the authority of his 
Government, that instructions have 
been given by the German Admiralty 
to commanders of its warships and 
submarine flotillas to observe the 
principles of international warfare 
officially subscribed to by the Ger- 
man Foreign Minister and demanded 
by the United States. 

The knowledge that such an under- 
standing has been reached, while not 
publicly proclaimed by the German Gov- 
ernment, furnishes justification for the 
belief that an announcement to this ef- 
fect will be forthcoming shortly from 
Berlin.

One Obstacle Seen. 

The only obstacle that Washington 
can foresee to such a result is the ap- 
prehension on the part of the German 
ministry that it would, in a measure, 
compel a renunciation of the declara- 
tions made by German officials and 
press that the United States is only 
antagonistic to Germany in the present 
crisis. 

It is conceded that such a renuncia- 
tion might create dissatisfaction with 
the German Government and perhaps 
encourage widespread dissensions 
emong the German people. 

Such a contingency is apparently re- 
mote tn the calculations of both United 
States officials and foreign diplomats 
as it is believed that the Kaiser's hold 
upon the loyalty and affections of the 
German people will permit him to ac- 
cede te the demands made by the United 
States without serious consequence to 
his Government organization.

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MAN RUNS AWAY 
AFTER EXPLOSION 


AND FIRE IN STORE

An explosion in the basement of the 
Gilmore-Bonfig Decorating Co., 4455 
Clive street, at 4:40 yesterday afternoon. 
shattered the windows of the two-story 


and studio ouildingx, and started a fire 
which destroyed most of its contents. 

A moment after the explosion, a short, 
swarthy man, hatless, ran from the rear 
of the building. His neck was bleeding 
from a deep cut, and he stopped for a 
moment at a drug store on Taylor ave- 
nue to ask that the wound be treated. 
But when a visit to one of the many 
physicians in the Lister Building, across 
the street, was suggested, the man said 
he would go to his own doctor. He ran 
out and persuaded two women, who 
were in an automobile in front of a nat- 
atorium, to drive east with him. 

These circumstances were connected 
last night, by H. G. Gilmore, proprietor 
of the decorating establishment, with a 
letter which he received Jan. l. This 
letetr purported to be from a man whom 
Gilmore had discharged, and contained 
a threat to blow up Gilmore’s ‘“‘dam 
shack.’’ A black hand was drawn in a 
lower corner. Gilmore did not give the 
letter purported to be from a man whom 
saved it as a curiosity. 

The explosion was so Violent that the 
breken glass was scattered in the alley, 
60 feet behind the building, and was 
showered in the yard of the Eugene 
Field School, across the street. 

The women in front of the natatori- 
um, to whom the man ran when he 
left the store, did not seem to recog- 
nize him, but took him in, and started 
away with him, running east past the 
building, which was by that time in,@ 
blaze, without stopping.

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EASTLAND WAS “CRANK OF 


THE LAKES, HAD ALMOST NO 
BODY” SAYS SHIP ARCHITECT 


Top Deck Had Been Cut Off by Order of Steam- 
boat Inspector Year After She Had 
Beén Built. 


CHICAGO, July 24.—That a sudden 
rush of persons on the deck of the 


Eastland to port (left) side to look 
at a speeding launch caused the 
catastrophe was the assertion of J. 
A. Elbert, gauge tender of the steam- 
er. He said he and J. i , Eickson, 
chief engineer, escaped drowning by 
wading through water in the hatch 
and crawling out of the porthole into 


the river. 
“The Eastland was kept stable by 


means of a water ballast system,” 
Elbert said. “‘Water was pumped in- 
to the chambers in the ship until she 
became steady. This was done before 
freight was taken on Doard. The 
first thing I noticed this morring was 
that the Eastland began to list to 
starboard. Erickson, the chief engi- 
neer, was in charge of the pumps 
used to pump the water into the 
chambers. He said: ‘Boys, steady 
her up a little,’ and then we pumped 
water into the other side until sho 
was up even and all right. 
Rush to See Launch. 

“We had just evened her up when 
a launch came down the river and 
passed the Eastland. The crowd on 
deck rushed over to port side to look 
at it. The weight all on one side 
apparently proved too much and the 
Eastland began to list badly. We 
worked frantically at the pumps to 
try to bring her back, but it was too 
late.” 

Eye witnesses informed the police 
that there was a man in the launch 
operating a moving picture camera, 
and that this attracted the attention 
of passengers on the Eastland. 

»-“Crank of the Lakes.” 

“The Eastland was the crank of the 
lakes and so far as I know the only 
crank on the lakes,’ said W. J. Wood, 
naval architect, who was called by the 
owners in 1903 to correct faults in the 
beat. In 1964 Wood made representa- 
tions to Capt. Ira Mansfield, local 
steamboat inspector, which resulted in 
an order to cut off the top deck of 
the vessel and to keep the water bal- 
last compartments filled. 

“The deck was cut off in pursuance 
ef Capt. Mansfield’s order,” Wood de- 
clared, “but it would be impossible to 
pass on the cause of the accident unttl 
it is known whether the other conditions 
were fulfilled at the time of the over.

Almost Turned Over 


CHICAGO, July 24. 
HE Eastland has been under 
i i a cloud for years.

CHICAGO, July 24.—At least oné thousand persons and prob- 
ably more lost their lives in the Chicago River today by the cap- 
sizing of the excursion steamer Eastland, while warping from its 
warf, with more than 2400 employes of the Western Electric Co. 
and their relatives and friends on board, bound for a pleasure 


trip across Lake Michigan. 
After working ceaselessly all day and far into the night the 
bodies of 859 victims of the catastrophe, most of them women and 


children, were collected from temporary morgues and taken to the 
Second Regiment Armory. When these bodies had been tagged, 
Coroner Hoffman, taking into consideration estimates of bodies 
thought to be in the hold of the steamer lying on its side in the river 
and in the stream itself, said he had hopes that the total dead 


would not exceed 1000. 


The Eastland, said by marine architects to have been topheavy 
and ballasted in an uncertain manner, turned over inside of five 


minutes after it began to list, pouring its passengers into the river 
or imprisoning them in its submerged hull. 


Many Drowned Within Grasp ‘of the River Bank. 

Every effort was made by thousands of persons on the wharf 
between Clark and La Salle streets, on the edge of the business 
district, to rescue the drowning men, women and children, but 
many drowned almost within grasp of the river bank. Mothers 
went to death while their children were snatched to safety. Other 
children died in the arms of their parents, who were finally saved. 
Hundreds of girls, freed for a day from their tasks of making 
telephones and other electrical apparatus in the factory of the 
Western Electric Co., dressed in their smartest white frocks, were 


drowned. 
Kolin avenue, a small street near the factory of the Western 


Llectric Co., was in universal mourning tonight. Every house 
lost from one to all its occupants in the disaster. Many of the ill- 
fated residents of this street tonight lay in the morgue, or beneath 
the steel hull of the Eastland, over which searchlights shot their 


blinding glare, while hundreds of men searched for more bodies. 

Members of the crowd waiting outside the Second Regiment Armory 
stormed the doors late tonight and the police guarding the entrance were 
forced to use their clubs to drive them back. Several were injured, it was 
said. 

Instead of relatives of victims, most of the first persons admitted to 
the armory to view the 842 bodies there, consisted mainly of the curious, and 
Coroner Hoffman, through a megaphone, cried out that he would arrest, ‘‘in 
the name of decency,’’ any one who entered the armory without reason 
other than the satisfaction of morbid curiosity. As fast as the bodies were 
identified they were removed again to undertaking establishments to make 
room for others.

Eastland Was the First Boat to Be Loaded. 

Under misty skies, 7000 men, women and children were on their way to 
the river wharf early today to fill five large lake steamers with holiday, 
mirth in a trip to Michigan City. The steamer Eastland was the first to 
be loaded. Rain began to fall as the wharf superintendents lifted the gang 
planks from tbe Eastland, declaring that the government limit of 2500 pas- 
sengers had been reached. White dresses peeped from raincoats along the 
shore rails, as those aboard waved good-by to friends on shore waiting to 
board the steamer Theodore Roosevelt and other vessels. 

Then the passengers swarmed to the left side of the ship, as the other 
steamers drew up the river toward the wharf. A tug was hitched to the 
Eastland, ropes were being cast off and the steamer engines began to hum. 
The Eastland had not budged, however. 

Instead, the heavily laden ship wavered sidewise, leaning toward the 
river. The lurch was so startling that many passengers joined the large 
concourse already on the river side of the decks. The ship never heeled 
back. It turned slowly, but steadily toward its port side. Children clutched 
the skirts of mothers and sisters. The whole human cargo was impelled 
toward the sinking side. Water began to enter lower port holes. The 
ropes snapped off the piles to which the vessel was tied. 

For nearly five minutes the ship turned befor it finally dived under 
the swift current, which, owing to the drainage canal system, flows from the 
lake. During the mighty turning of the ship, lifeboats, chairs and other 
loose appurtenances on the decks slipped down the sloping decks, crushing 
the passengers toward the rising waters. Then there was a hiss of air 
escaping from the hold, mingled with crying of children and shrieks of 
women, and the ship was on the bottom of the river. 

Hundreds Die With Wharf Wit hin Grasp. 

Many sank, entangled with clothing and bundles, and did not rise, but 
hundreds came to the surface, giving the river the appearance of a crowded 
bathing beach. Many seized floating chairs and other objects. Thoss on 
shore threw out ropes and dragged in those who could hold these life lines. 
Employes of commission firms with heuses along the river threw crates, 
chicken coops and other floatable things into the current, but most of these 
were swept away by the stream, which runs five miles an hott. 

Boats were put out, tugs rushed to the scene with shrieking whistles 
and many men snatched off their coats and sprang into the river to aid the 
drowning. With thousands of spectators ready to aid and the warf- witMin 
grasp, hundreds went to death despite every effort at rescue. 

One mother grasped here two children in her arms, she slipped fro the 
steamer into the water. One child was torn from her, but she and the oxher 
were saved. Fathers were drowned after aiding their wives and chiiccen to 
reach safety. 

The fire boat Graham Stewart was the first boat to the rescue. The 
firemen saved hundreds struggling in the current. A fleet of motor boat 
firemen, summoned by a genéral alarm, and scores of policemen soon joined 
in the work. The river at this point is about 100 yards wide. Within 20 
minutes all found on the surface were rescued. Then the work of recovering 
the dead was begun. 

The Commonwealth-Edison Co. rushed a battery of pulmotors to the 
scene, which materially assisted in reviving the unconscious. Department 
stores sent trucks and wagons to take the injured to hospitals. For the 
same duty police commandeered 20 automobiles. 

Hundreds who had not been allowed to board the Eastland had friends 
and relatives aboard. There were hysterical shoutings. Bridges to the 
east and west and buildings on both sides of the river were jammed with 
excited people. 

Five steamers, the Eastland, Roosevelt, City of Racine, Petoskey and 
ywood, had been chartered for the Hawthorne club, composed of 7500 
ployes of the Western Electric Co. The destination of the boats was Mich- 

=a Cityy Tad,,,yyhere preparations for. a picnic and a program of sports had 
been arranged. Three Federal inspectors were on duty at the Eastland 
dock to see that no overcrowding was done, 


Warning Shouted by Crew Was Too Late. 

Witnesses assert the Eastland began to list the moment the ropes hold- 

ing her to the dock were released. Members of the crew shouted warnings 
to the people on deck to run to the starboard side. It was too late. 
_ Physicians responded to the call of need and ministered to the suffor. 
ers at impromptu hospitals near the dock. Priests of the Holy Name Va- 
thedral ministered to the dying and aided in the rescue work, Fathers 
Fitzsimincns, O’Brien, Phelan, Wolf, Rente and Hoban became heroes of 
the hour. 

Little children erying for their parents, women screaming and wailing 
in their sorrow were pushed aside by the police, and the dock from Clark to 
La Salle streets were cleared. 

One max was seen to cling to a spike in the side of the wharf, while two 
women and three children stepped upon his body as a ladder to safety. He 
fell exhausted into the river as the last one of the five reached the pier. 
Whether he was lost could not be discovered. 

Instances of heroism were numerous. Boats as soon as full took rescued 
passengers to the wharf or to the steamer Theodore Roosevelt, which had 
tied up as near the upset Eastland as possible. In an hour the water was 
cleared. Those who had not been taken to land had sunk or were swirling 
up the river toward the drainage canal locks at Lockport, Il., many miles 
away. The locks were raised to stop thd current, and arrangements were 
made to take bodies from the river along its course through the southwest 
part of Chicago. 


Holes Cut Through Hull With Gas Flames. 

Shortly after the water was cleared, ship engineers and helpers were 
oa the exposed side of the Eastland’s hull cutting through its steel plates 
with gas flames. Divers were hurried into underwater suits. A bridge of 
boats was formed between the pier and the capsized ship. 

As the divers gained entrance to the hull, the scene of distress moved 
for the timo being from the river to the extemporized morgue. Warehouses 
of wholcsale companies along the river were thrown open, and bodies were 
laid in rows on floors. 


Scores of persons taken from the water were severely injured, and these 
Were taken to the Iroquois Hospital, built in memory of the 600 women, 
children and a few men, who were burned and crushed to death in the 
Iroquois Theater New Year's Eve., 1903. 

Pfforts to resusciate those taken from the river were unsuccessful, ex- 
cept in two or three instances. It was said many injured would die. 

The whole city was in consternation. Word of the accident spread 
rapidly and to the thousands already at or near the wharf, other thousands 
were added. The Clark street bridge near the wharf was crowded until it 


» threatened to collapse. Streets had to be cleared by the police to allow 


the movement of ambulances, Business men sent their automobiles and 
motor trucks to help the injured and carry away the dead. One warehouse 
soon was filled with bodies, and other dead were taken to the Second Reg- 
ment Armory, a mile away.

SURVIVORS TELL HOW 
HUNDREDS DROWNED IN 
EASTLAND DISASTER 


CHICAGO, July 24.—Thrilling stories 
were told by survivors and witnesses of 
the Eastland disaster. L. D. Gadroy, 
a “candy butcher’’ on the boat, saw the 
accident. 

“It was about 7:40 o’clock this morn- 
ing and the boat was lying at the dock 


rear the Clark street bridge loading 
with passengers,’ said Gadory. ‘We 
were to leave in 20 minutes and the 
upper deck and cabins were crowded 
with passengers. There were hundreds 
of women and children. I estimate that 
there were between 2000 and 3000 per- 
gyons on the boat at the time of the 
accident. I was standing on the lower 
deck near the gang plank watching 
the people come aboard. 

“Suddenly I noticed the boat list 
toward the center of the river. It roiled 
slightly at first and then seemed to stop. 
Then it started to roll again. I became 
alarmed and shouted to the crowd to 
keep astill. Apparently a majority of 
the passengers were on one side of 
the boat and this had overweighted it 
and caused it to list. Suddenly the 
hawsers which held the boat to the 
dock snapped and the officers puiled 
the gang plank in and refused to allow 
any more on the boat. 

Everybody Was Panic-Stricken. 

“At this time everybody was panic- 
stricken. Women screamed and men 
tried to quiet them. I attempted to 
reach an upper deck but could not be- 
cause of the crowd and excitement and 
ran back to the port, where the gang- 
way had been. The boat then slowly 
Grifted away from the dock, rolling 
as it slipped into midstream and a mo- 
ment later it had turned over on its 
eide. 

“TY climbed over on the side of the 
boat and stayed there until I was 
taken off by life savers. Many of the 
passengers leaped into the water as the 
boat went over. Scores of others were 
caught in the cabins and drowned. 
When the small boats began coming out 
to us I worked with other survivors in 
taking passengers out of the water and 
cutting holes in the cabins to remove 
bodies.” 

Mrs. Paulina Vantak, the mother of 
three children, was among the 
drowned. Her children were believed 
to have been lost. 

Henry Vantak, the woman's husband, 
was pulled out of the water. “I could 
not believe the boat was turning over,” 
Vantak said. “About a dozen of the 18 
persons on the upper decks jumped. The 
rest were thrown into the river.” 

Did Net See His Family. 

“TI did not see my wife or children 
after the boat turned. They were car- 
ried into the river with the crowd. 
Someone grabbed me around the neck 
and kept pulling me. It was a woman, 
but I could not save her.” 

Policeman Henry Sesher, one of the

description of the accident. “I saw 
scores 3. men and women, many of 
them holding children, plunge into the 
water. I jumped into a row boat and 
pulled out to the drowning. I think I 
got about 60 ashore. The fire boat and 
tugs hurried to the scene and picked up 
more than a hundred people. 

‘“‘We grabbed those nearest us first. 
At one tiine I had four women in the 
boat with me. Others I aided by drag- 
ging them trom the water onto the 
docks.”’ 


Hung Onto the Rail. 
Morey, a Western Electric 
employe, was one of the rescued. 

“I was on the upper daeck,” said 
Morey, ‘“‘when the boat began to list. 1 
caught hold of the rail and held on as 
the boat went over on its side. A ‘oose 
chair swung around and struck me on 
the frrehead. Something else hit me I 
don’t know what it was, but I managed 
to keep my hold on the rail until I 
was helped to land. There were more 
than 500 on my side of the boat at the 
time and many of them must have been 
drowned.”’ 

The steamer was filled to capacity and 
hundreds were turned to other boats, ac 
cording to G. S. Hall, one of the West- 
ern Electric picnickers. 
that 7000 tickets had been distributed 7» 
the employes and more than 2500 were 
crowded on the Eastland.

Chief Steward Albert Wycoff said: 
“I was in the lunch room on the 
main deck when I noticed the boat 
beginning to list. Dishes fell out 
of the rack and a scene of wild ex- 
citement followed. I shouted for the 
people to save themselves. A mo- 
ment later I jumped into the water 
and managed to rescue three 
women.” 


Mrs. Emmet O’Donnell of Berwyn, 
Ill, said: “The steamer was getting 
ready to leave and was crowded with 
excursionists. The officers of the 
boat pushed the crowd back which 
was around the gangplank in order 
to pull it in. I think this is what 
caused the boat to list to one side. 
It never stopped when it started to 
roll and a few minutes later it waa 
out in the middle of the river on its 
side. I saw dozens of people drowned 
around me but was unable to give 
assistance. By a great effort I was 
able to climb up on the upper side of 
the boat and managed to hold on 
until taken off by rescuers.” 


Lysle Gvoate, 1953 South Avers 
avenue, Chicago, said: “My wife and 
I had just entered the boat and) were 
in the crowd on the main deck near 
the gangway. Then I heard someone 
shout ‘Get back,’ and we were pushed 
over to one side, A moment later the 
boat started to list. We were all 
panic-stricken and could do nothing. 
I lifted my wife in my arms and 


}crawled out of an opening on the

upper side of the boat as it slowly 
went over.” 

“Nine girls and I were in a state- 
room having a little party of our 
own, when all of a sudden we felt the 
boat going over,” said Miss Lottie 
Anderson, one of the survivors. 

“We all fell into a heap. The 
screams and shrieks of the women 
in other staterooms were maddening. 
I fell into the water and did not see 
my sister or any of the eight others 
after that.” 

Gens Tournabene, 10 years old, was 
weeping for her two aunts, uncle and 
little cousin who were missing. She 
alone of that party was rescued, so far 
as known. 

Frank Hefle, 11 years old, was crying: 
“I’m waiting for my mamma.” “He came 
to the dock from home when told of the 
accident to the Eastland, on which his 
father, Frank Hefle Sr., his mother and 
two sisters, Josephine, 19, and Katherine, 
16, were passengers. <All four were 
among the missing. 

Mrs. H. H. Thoyer, 82 years, told 
of clinging to her two children, 
Harry, 7 years okd, and Helen, 8, 
after her husband, William Thoyer, 
had pitched into the river. Mrs. 
Thoyer and Harry were rescued. She 
lost her hold on Helen and the 
daughter and Thoyer are believed to 
have been drowned. Mrs. Thoyer was 
hysterical when she reached a tem- 
porary shelter place. 

Had to Let Go of Daughter. 

“My husband and I and the chil- 
dren were standing together on the 
deck and all fell into the water in a 
heap,” she said. “I am a good swim- 
mer. I caught hold of Harry and 
Helen and clung to them and kept 
myself up somehow. I don’t know 
how. I saw men and women tumbling 
into the water around me. My hus- 
band disappeared among them. 

“I had Harry with my right arm 
and Helen with my left. I seemed to 
lose all strength in my left arm and 
I had to let go of Helen. She went 
down in the struggling mass. Then 
some one—a man with a uniform on 
—grabbed me and began swimming 
with me. I clung to my son and when 
swept near the river bank some men 
pulled us up. Helen and her father 
must have gone down.” 

Mrs. A. Fitzgerald told of saving her- 
self and her son, Edward, 5 years old. 
Her husband, William Fitzgerald, was 
drowned, she said. 


—_— pee age Says He Saw Eastland 
arly Turn Over Thursday. 
MILW AUKEE, Wis., July %4—“I 


stood on the deck of my ship, opposite 
the docks of the Chicago-St. Joe com- 
pany Thursday,’ said John Morrison, 
a well-known lake captain tonight, ‘‘and 
saw the steamer Eastland careen un- 
der the influence of its water ballast, 
so that the lines holding the boat to 
the dock were snapped like threads.”’ 
Dozens of vessel men and dock labor- 
ers, it was said here tonight, saw the 
Kastland suddenly list away from the 
dock Thursday and go so far over on 
its side that it was in imminent danger 
then of doing what it did Saturday with 
2500 persons on its decks and in its 
salons. Then it had no throngs 6n 
deck. Saturday probably 1000 persons 
were lined on the off-shore side of the 
ship and the boat rolled over under the 
ndded weight of the thousands. 
Milwaukee men familiar with the boat 
also say that three years ago the same 
accident occurred, except that the pas- 
sengers were driven to the lower deck 
before the boat capsized, the steam hose 
being turned on them. A year ago a 
similar accident was narrowly averted. 
All three mishaps, were due, say marine 
men, to trouble with the water ballast 
compartments of the boat. 


Stores and Offices Opened as Relief 
Stations for Sufferers. 
CHICAGO, July 24.—Acting Mayor 
Moorhouse and J. J. O’Connor, director 
of the the Central Division of the 
American Red Cross, laid plans for 
the relief of the sufferers at a meet- 
ing tonight attended by officers of 
the Western Electric Co. Private 
stores and offices were turned into 
relief stations and public utility con- 
cerns rendered help. The Chicago 
Telephone Co. installed a score of 
free telephones near the Eastland’s 
docks, whence survivors flashed 

word to anxious relatives. 

The Red Cross established an emergen- 
cy station at the Second Regiment Ar- 
mory, prepared to take care of prostra- 
tion cases and accidents. 

The big huge eles near the scene furnished 
gallons of coffee and hundreds of sand- 
wiches. 

Treatment to prevent typhoid fever 
was accorded survivors under direction 
of the city Heaith Department, which 
sent 100 physiciang of its staff to the

the sum of $35,000 was spent to cor- 
rect faults but the vulnerable faults 
were in the hull and I got my firat 
sight of it today as I saw the East- 
land overturned in the river. There 
are certain fundamental principle: 
applying to navalarchitecture, which 
seemed not to have been carried out. 

“The Eastland had almost no body 
at all and this was its main weak- 
ness, Other boats on the lakes look 
as topheavy as did the Eastland, but 
they are absolutely safe because the'r 
hulls are properly constructed. I am 
familiar with most of the vessels that 
enter this port and I am positive that 
there is not another one that could 
suffer a similar mishap. 


“There are many things that have 
to be taken Into consideration In de- 
termining responsibility. The East- 
land was a vessel that required the 
most scrupulous care in handling. it 
was a question of keeping the water 
ballast compartments full. But more 
than this it was a question of care- 
ful hanaling of the passengers—keep- 
ing them distributed properly aad 
preventing crowding on the upper 
decks. These things will have to be 
determined by investigation.” 


Not Loaded to Capacity. 
W. K. Greenebaum, manager of the 
Indiana Transportation Co., made the 
following statement late In the day: 


“The Indiana Transportation Co. ex- 
presses its deepest sorrow and sympathy 
for the bereaved in the Eastland catas- 
trophe. The Eastland was not over- 
loaded. There were 2408 tickets taken up 
at the Eastland gangway by the East- 
land collectors, under Federal supervis- 
ion. The Government capacity mark is 
set at 2500. 

“At this time the Indiana Transpor- 
tation Co. is unable to voice an opinion 
on the cause of the accident because the 
Eastland was hired for the day and the 
captain and crew were not employes of 
the Indiana Transportation Co. 

‘We are doing everything in our pow- 
er and will continue to do so, beth ia 
the work of rescue and tn aiding all in- 
vestigation both by legal authority and 
the pres. To both we have thrown open 
every facility for information and relief 
at our command.”

WINS PRAISE AT 
BERLIN BANQUE! 


Celebration of Anniversary of 
Moslem Revolution Occasion 
for Mutual Felicitations.

BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, July 

24.—*Where is the widest grave of the

These questions, which Dr. Jaekh, the 

Foreign Office expert on Oriental af- 

fairs, put and answered at a banquet 

at the Hotel Astor today, struck the 

keynote of the occasion. Members of 

the Turkish colony in Berlin and their 

guests assembled to celebrate the Turk- 

ish independence day, the anniversary 

of the revolution of seven years ago. 
Pays Tribute to Turks. 

Germans and several Turks, includ- 
ing Saadi Bey, formerly a professor in 
Oxford University, made after-dinner 
addresses. Dr. Jaekh, who represent- 
ed the Foreign Office at the banquet, 
declared that the Turks, through their 
alliance with Germany, had closed the 
Dardanelles to the importation of war 
munitions. This, he said, also contrib- 
uted to the high cost of living in En- 
gland, because she is unable to get 
foodstuffs through the Dardanelles from 
Russia The Turkish army, he pointed 
out, is keeping busy 500,000 British, Rus- 
sian and French troops, so preventing 
them from reinforcing the allies in any 
ether theater of the war. 

‘The phrases, ‘dying Turkey,’ ‘the 
paling of the Star and Crescent,’ were 
coined in England and sent throtghout 
the world,”’ exclaimed Dr. Jaekh. “But 
out of Germany came the slogan, “Turk- 
ey regenerated, reorganized.’’ 

How Revolt Triumphed. 

Dr. Jaekh paid high tribute to the 
heroic bravery of the Turkish army, 
which, he declared, is second to none in 
this war. 

In the revolution of 1908 the Young 
Turks struck their first blow on July 
when Niazi Bey and his troops 
raised the standard of revolt at Resna. 
On July 23 the committee of union and 
progress, under the presidency of Enver 
Bey—frormerly Turkish military attache 
at Berlin, now Enver Pasha, Turkish 
Minister of War—proclaimed the Con- 
stitution in Salonica, while the second 
and third army corps threatened to 
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Sultan, Abdul Hamid II, refused to obey 
the proclamation.

Plamondons Are Rescued From 
Water After Eastland 
Disaster.

CHICAGO, July 24.—Another chap- 


ter in the grim tragedy that has fol- 
lowed the Plamondon family of 
Chicago was added in the Eastland 
horror. 

Here is the fateful chronology: 
Iroquois Theater fire: Charlotte 
Plamondon, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles A. Plamondon, was seated in 
immediately under the spot 
where th: curtain first blazed out; 
rescued in a state of collapse after 
the loss of her furs and purse. 
Lusitania: Mr. and Mrs. Charles A, 
Plamondon drowned; bodies recov- 
ered and returned to Chicago for 
burial. 

Eastland: E. K. Plamondon, 4523 
Jackson bveulevard, cousin of Charlies 
A. Plamondon: his wife and two 
daughters, Irene, 17 years old, and 
Mary, 18; Mr. Plamondon’s brother.

After the Eastland turned over, E.

W. J. Plamondon reached the shore 
with his wife. Two younger daygh- 
ters of E. K. Plamondon, Genevieve 
and Ethel, were at first reported to 
have been with the party and to have 
lost their lives. Their parents, how- 
ever, decided at the last moment not 
to take them and the two children 
were playing at home when the boat 
capsized. 

Charlotte Palmondon’s escape from 
the Iroquois Theater holocaust was 
miraculous, She was a member of a 
box party given by Mrs. Rollin A.

La 
Liberte says the text of the note gives 
the impression that the Washington 
Government is at the end of its pa- 
tlence and has decided no longer to 
tolerate ‘‘the insupportable logomachy 

of Berlin.’’ 

“The President’s warning to the Em- 
peror,’’ continues La Liberte, “nv 
doubt will be the last, as it contains 
the solemn affirmation that repetition of 
acts contrary to the rights of the Unit- 
ed States will be considered deliberately 
unfriendly.

ITALIAN GOVERNMENT 10 BUY 
FOOD IN U. S. FOR PEOPLE 


Large Quantities of Meat and Grain 
to Be Purchased to Curb 
Speculators, 

ROME, July 24.—The Italian Govern- 
ment has decided to make large pur- 
chases of American meat and grain, 
not only sufficient to supply the army 
and navy until July 31, 1916, but also 
for the use of the population of the 

country. 

The purpose of the authorities is to 
Cciscourage speculation which is taking 
place on a large scale. Last year, when 
the war began, grain rose from $5 for 
every quintal (220.46 pounds) in 75 days 
to $8 per quintal. 

This year the price beginning at $ a 
quintal already has reached $8.20. It is 
expected the price soon will reach $10. 
The Government so far has secured 
7,000,000 quintals of grain for the army 
and navy, but the officials are being 
urged to establish a price which might 
begin at $6 for every quintal and to 
requisition some grain if the producers 
heep it with the hope of obtaining 
righer prices. The Italian crop this 
year is 7,000,000 quintals more than it 
was last year.

GERMANY FIXES PRICES ON 
THE NECESSARIES OF LIFE 


Order Provides Punishment for In- 
creases or Withholding of 
Foodstuffs, 

BERLIN, July 24, by wireless to Say- 


ville.—The Federal Council has issued 
an order regulating prices for neces- 


saries of life, especially grain and fod- 
der. The order provides that severe 
punishment be dealt dealers, who un- 
duly increase prices or withhold food 
for the purpose of raising prices. 

The German empire is divided into 
four districts instead of 32 departmenta, 
where prices vary, according to the 
especial local conditions, 

Corn prices remain about the same 
figure as heretofore. The price of rye 
is fixed at 2200 marks ($55) per ton for 
the Berlin district, at 215 marks ($53.75) 
for the Eastern District, and 230 marks 
($57.50) for the Western District. 

The price of wheat is fixed at # 
marks ($10) above that of rye and be- 
ginning with a certain date the regula- 
tions provide for a bi-weekly increase 
of 1% marks (37 cents) per ton. 
Barley to be used as fodder and oats 
are placed at a uniform price per ton 
throughout the empire. These prices 
remain below the average of last year's 
figures. The regulations siso provide 
for the creation of an imperial fodder 
board, whose duties shall be to supply 
all classes of cattle, swine and fowl 
raisers with oats, barley and molasses 
substitutes. 


VIENNA, July 4.—Confiscation of the 
1915 vegetable crop, including peas, len- 
tils and beans, was ordered by the Gov- 
ernment today to prevent a repetition of 
the speculation and unwarrantably high 
prices that have prevailed throughout 
Austria. 

All existing supplies of vegetables 
from 1914 crop will be seized after Aug.

War Department Expected to 
Ask for an Appropriation 
of $200,000,000. 


$ 250,000,000 FOR NAVY 
President Calls for Secretaries 
Garrison and Daniels for 


National Defense Scheme. 


WASHINGTON, Jwy 2.--Announce- 


ment from the White House today that 
President Wilson had directed Secreta- 
rles Garrison and Daniels to report to 


him a program of defense 
caused widespread comment. 

It became known that several weeks 
ago the President discussed the ques- 
tlon at length with his Cabinet’ with 
the immediate result that both the War 
and Navy Departments began secret 
preparation of plans to meet any emer- 
gency and also to establish a perma- 
nent policy to be presented to Congress 
for adequate national defense. 

The White House statement gave no 
reason for the announcement, stating 
merely that the President would confer 
on his return from Cornish, N. H., with 
Secretaries Daniels and Garrison, ‘to 
formulate a sane, reasonable and prac- 
tical pregram of national defense.” 

Due to International Situation, 

It was indicated clearly, however, 
official quarters that the determination 
to expedite such plans as were being 
made resulted from a consideration of 
the many possibilities of the present 
international situation. The President 
wishes to make the navy as efficient 
and serviceable as any in tne world; to 
see the regular army adequately devel- 
oped and equipped and the citizenry 
trained to arms in a way consistent 
with American traditions and which 
will commend itself to practical and 
patriotic men. 

For several weeks Secretary Garrison 
has been in conference with members 
of the general staff shaping plans for 
presentation to the President. The Gen- 
eral Board of the Navy abandoned its 
usual trip to Newport for this summer 
and is preparing its recommendations 
for Secretary Daniels. 

The indications are that the entir2 
influence of the administration will be 
exerted when Congress meets to obtain 
appropriations adequate to establish 
the policy of defense that will be formu- 
fated. 

Expect Budgets to Be Doubled. 

Among army and navy officers the 
belief prevailed that a military budget 
Practically double that of last year 
would be presented. The army, it was 
Believe 4, would seek at least $200,000,000 
@nd the navy perhaps as high as $250,- 
000,000. War Department plans look to- 
ward the development of a reservs 
army with a minimum, it is said, of 
600,000 men and with adequate provi- 
sion for the use of the militia and men 
who have previously served in the reg- 
ular army. 

The Navy Department, it has been 
indicated, will ask for at least 30 and 
probably 8 ad@ tional submarines. The 
General Board's recommendations are 
to include also several battle cruisers,

Cleveland Man Said to Have Told of 
Plot to Drop Bombs From 
Box Kites. 

CLEVELAND, C., July 24.—A German, 
“> years old, whose name the authori- 
ties refuse to divulge, was arrested to- 
night on suspicion in connection with 
an alleged plot to blow up the plants of 
the American Steel and Wire Co., the 
Peerless Motor Car Co., and the White 
Co. 

His arrest followed a week of investi- 
gation by Federal and local authorities 
Two of the man’s fellow employes 
charge that he told them of an elabo- 
rate plan to blow up the plants by 
means of nitroglycerin bombs to _ be 
dropped from great box kites. He is 
uoted as saying he could do it and that 
he would ‘‘get big money for doing it.” 

He denied tonight he has any knowl-

GERMAN ARMS | 
HAVE BEST OF IT 
SAYS U. 5. OFFICER 


Thinks Allies Cannot Hope to 
Win Until Latent Military 
Resources Are Developed. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 
“For the first year of the war Ger- 
many—that is, the Teutonic allies— 
have had all the best of it. Their 
present superiority offers a tremend- 
ous handicap which the entente al- 
lies cannot hope to overcome until 
they have developed their latent mili- 
tary resources—men and money—to 
the utmost. They may be able then 
to pound Germany back to her bor- 
ders.”’ 

This sums up the opinion of a rank- 
ing officer of the United States Army 
in reviewing the land operations of 
the great rwo dlwarorfsetRr$ fooJt4, 
the great world war for virtually the 
first year. 

“Germany at the present time is 
fighting altogether upon the terri- 
tory of her enemies. She stands as 
the invader of Russia, France and Bel- 
gium. If she can hold in the west as 
she has, and maintain her present 
lines, or advance them in the west in 
the face of the efforts now being put 
forward by her enemies, consider 
what a tremendous resistance she will] 
be able to put up if pressed back be- 
yond the fortified lines of her own 
borders, 

“I'p to the present the battle has 
gone to the side having the largest 
number of guns and the longest range. 
Germany went into this war with five 
rifles for every man she expected to 
put a uniform on. She went in with 
three times as many machine guns 
per 1000 of infantrymen and with 
more ammunition per minute for all 
pleces than any of her enemies. The 
result from this is found ih her pres- 
ent advanced position in France and 
Belgium and her continuing advance 
in Poland. 

German Efficiency. 

“It has been a matter, not of the 
superiority of German strategy, but 
of German efficiency, efficiency in train- 
ing and officering of men, in mobilizing 
and maneuvering from one front to an- 
other, in transportation of men and 
supplies, in maintaining, through the or- 
ganizing of her industries at home, a 
constant stream of supplies between her 
manufactories and her field bases. 

“If honors are to be awarded for 
strategy they should go to the Russians, 
for the strategy and tactics which have 
made possible a masterly retreat with- 
out disorder, by an army virtually with- 
out ammunition. The Russian retreat, 
from the time of the check at the Car- 
pathians, has shown an excellent morale 
on the part of the men and a strategic 
gift on the part of Grand Duke Nich- 
Olas which has balked all efforts on the 
part of the German commanders to turn 
it into a decisive rout. 

“If Germany can drive through the 
Russian right flank, which seems to be 
the objective, and cut that important 
line of communication, she probably 
can follow with a drive which will carry 
her line to a point where she will be 
ready to fortify virtually every gar- 
rison, and turn her attention to a re- 
newal of her drive on Calais. 

“If the Russian armies can be sup- 
plied with ammunition for thefr guns 
before that time, Germany will be 
obliged to fight for every inch of ground 
she holds, and we would not be at all 
surprised to see Russian armies properly 
equipped sweep back in a rush similar to 
that which carried them into Galicia last 
winter. 

Calais the German Obfective. 

“On the western front it has been 
a question of men and arms from the 
first. There has been only one ob- 
jective for the Germans—Calais. 
Paris has been only a secondary and 
sentimental objective—Calais still is 
the German objective. The lines of 
trenches are locked like a vise into 
one problem—the pushing of iron 
through one line by the other. 

“Whichever army can break 
through that line and flank what are 
virtually fortifications erected or 
dug by both sides of that line, that 
army will gain the first decisive vic- 
tory and accomplish the first break 
in a deadlock which has existed al- 
most since the battle of the Marne. 
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There is no other strategy to be con- 
sidered unless one side or the other 
can make use of Holland.

“Russia and France had both to 
weed out their armies following a 
virtual defeat. Grand Duke Nicholas 
for Russia and Gen. Joffre for 
France displaced some of the high- 
est officers in their respective or- 
ganizations, and Russia still is di- 
vided, with the Commander in Chier 
and two of his immediate advisers 
and the common soldier united and 
in sympathy, while the intervening 
officers and leaders are divided in 
allegiance between the Commander 
in Chief and what they take to be 
his ambitions, and the Czar himself. 

The French Dogged Soldiers. 

“England has had no such shake- 
up as yet, exen following the retreat 
from Mons, which was the only dis- 
erderly retreat, on the Western front, 
no general shakeup was announced, 
ard the threatened differences between 
Kitchener and French seem to be set- 
tling themselves up satisfactorily. 

“As for the soldierly qualities shown 
by the various armies, all have proved 
about the same as individuals. The 
Cogged persistence of the French sol- 
diers has been one of the surprises of 
the war, but, of course a knowledge 
that they were fighting for their own 
hemes has contributed largely to this. 
The Russians bave proveid good soldiers, 
hut poorly ctficered, while the German 
svidier, in adaition to perfect, machine- 
Lke training and disciplinary efficiency, 
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has been imbued with a firm belief

that the war was pushed on the Father- 
land and that he is fighting for very 
existence. 

“The British soldier, of course, is al- 
Ways the same—dogged but cheery and 
assured—but in the case of the British 
army the necessity of putting new | 
armies into the field has meant the 
cost of an unusually high percentage 
of officers, for the new army must be 
led by the officer, whereas the army 
trained through years of discipline will 
do its bit under direction as well as 
under leadership.”’

More than $500 was contributed last 
week te the Post-Dispatch Pure ‘Milk 
end Free Ice Fund.

There’s a lot of talk, largely coming 
from the camp of lightweight champion 
Freddy Welsh, about a possible 20-round 
match two or three months from now 
with Charlie White. In fact Freddy's 
followers seem rather fond of talking 


about matching Freddy with White. 
They say it should be “a good card” 
because White fought so well against 
Freddy at Brighton Beach. 

In this the Welsh people emulate 
the thoughtful squid, which, disturbed 
by the presence of a dangerous en- 
emy, squirts out a lot of inky matter 
and is hidden in a cloud of its own 
making. 

The inky matter ejected by the 
lightweight champion’s party is intended 
to hide him from Willie Ritchie and to 
make the public forget that Ritchie is 
still on Welsh’s trail. 


Here Are the Facts. 


The facts in the case are just these: 
White outfought Welsh, had him shak- 
en up pretty well a couple of times, and 


looked a possible winner in a long fight. 

But Welsh made a show of White 
in the first round and at times hit him 
whenever he pleased, Charles being too 
blow to nail him before he could get 
away, and not aggressive enough to 
keep him on the rin. 

Ritchie outfought Welsh from the 
start of the first round, chased him 
without a second’s rest, forced him t9 
run or clinch all the time, and had !im 
in such shape at the end of the tenth 
that it looked a sure thing Welsh would 
have been unable to go two rounds 
more. 

Welsh didn’t make a show of Ritchie 
at any time. He didn’t even try to 
stand and fight as he did with White. 
And why? Simply because Ritchie 
fought him off his feet and kept after 
him so hotly that Welsh had to run or 
be knocked out. Welsh wasn’t able to 
stand up to Ritchie at all. He tried 
it once, in the last round, to make 
him the customary no-decision bout 
“finish.” And Ritchie swept him out 
of the way and had him running for 
his life in about two seconds. Ritchie 
was too fast and too aggressive to be 
held off. 

That was the difference between 
Welsh's fight with White and his fight 
with Ritchie. 

It furnishes the only reason for talk 
about a Welsh-White fight for the light- 
weight championship.

Johnson Likes Moran. 


Jack Johnson, in England, is being in- 
terviewed quite as extensively as when 
he was champion. When asked by a 


London writer who would have the best 
chance to beat Willard, not drawing a 
color line in his selection, he replied 
that he'd pick Frank Moran for the job, 
Which shows that Johnson is still a dip- 
lomat. Moran is in London, is popular, 
has won the championship of England 
from Bombardier Wells, and might pos- 
sibly draw a big house with Johnson 
if Johnson cared to fight again. Incl- 
dentally, judging from the Johnson-Mo- 
ran fight in Paris, Frank wouldn't 
cause the diplomatic Jack a great dé@al 
of trouble. 

As for anyone’s beating Willard 
—nobody now in sight is going to 
beat Willard unless Jeg#s_ drinks 
Or in some Other way dissipates away 
his fighting ability. Having the con- 
fidence that goes with holding a title, 
he’s going to be a mighty hard man 
to beat. 

As for Wilard’s losing out through 
dissipation, there’s little chance of it. 


Willard Drinks Occasionally. 


The tale that big Jess is a stanch 
foe of the Demon Rum is al] poppy- 
cock. takes a drink when he 
Wants one, and instead of innocuous 
soda water he drinks plain whisky. 
He learned to drink when he was a 
cowboy, before he ever became a 
fighter. One of his favorite stories 
is of the days when he used to play 
poker and each man in the game 
Started with a full bottle and stayed 
until it was empty. 

But by aecrly indulgence in strong 
liquors only occasional. It’s not a 
habit with him, and unless the con- 
stant temptations thrust before a 
champion change him entirely he’s 
not likely to drink enough to have 
any effect in the next few years. In 
his present fine, clean condition, and 
with his massive frame and splen- 
did constitution, it would take yearh 
of real dissipation to bring him down 
where any ordingry heavyweight 
would have a chance to even worry 
him. 

The fact that Willard occasionally | 
drinks, and is still champion of tha 
world, should not be taken as an ex- 
cuse for drinking. Whisky, even 
taken “in moderation,” will ruin any 
athlete in course of time and any 
man of ordinary physique much more 
quickly.

REGULATIONS MADE 
FOR YELLOWSTONE PARK 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—Regula- 
tions governing the admission of 
automobiles into the Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park, from Aug. 1 on, have 
been issued and are summarized as 
follows: 

automobiles may enter or leave the 
park only by any one of the author- 
ized routes of entrance, While in 
the park, if a stop is made at points 
other than at the hotels and perma- 
nent camps, travel may be resumed 
only at such time as permits a car 
to fall in with the regular subsequent 
schedule past the stop-over point. 
Parking at these stops must be out 
of sight of or at least 100 yards from 
the main route. This applies not only 
to a definite stop but to those which 
may be due to breakdowns or acci- 
dents of any nature. 

Speeds must be limited to 12 miles 
per hour ascending and 10 miles per 
hour descending steep grades, and 
to eight miles per hour when ap- 
proaching sharp curves. On good 
roads with straight stretches, and 
when no team is nearer than 200 
yards, the speed may be increased to 
20 miles per hour. An automobile 
shall not pass another while in mo- 
tion going in the same direction. The 
horn will be sounded on approaching 
curves, stretches of road which can- 
not be seen for about 200 yards, and 
on approaching driving or riding ani- 
mals, also on meeting other machines. 

When teams, saddle horses or pack 
trains approach, automobiles will take 
the outer edge of the road, regardless 
of the direction in which they may 
be going, taking care that sufficient 
room is left on the inside for pas- 
sage of vehicles and animals. Teams 
have the right of way and automo- 
biles will be backed or otherwise 
handled, as may be necessary, to en- 
able teams to pass with safety. In 
no case must animals be passed on 
the road at a speed greater than 
eight miles per hour. The schedules 


mobiles must keep well in advance of 
any horse-drawn vehicle which may 
be following them. Upon overtaking 
any horse-drawn vehicle running up- 
on regular schedules, automobiles 
must not attempt to pass, or to ap- 
proach closer than 150 yards of the 
same. 

Ticket of passage must be secured 
and paid for at the checking station 
where the automobile enters the park. 
The fees are payable in cash only 
and are as follows: For runabouts 
$5, for five-passenger cars $7.50, for 
seven-passenger cars $10,

Wiectrieity at three cents a killo- 
watt hour wil! be furnished to resi- 
d@ences in St. Louis County on and 
after Sept. 15 according to a new 
rate schedule filed with the Public

The three-cent rate will apply ‘to 
all consumption in excess c* seven 
kilowatt hours for each active room 
in the home of the county consumer. 

The reduction in rates in St. Louis 
county—which the company says will 


present rates—is regarded as the 
forerunner of a similar reduction in 
St. Louis. 

The Electric Co. of Missouri is a 
North American property, the same 
as the Wnion Electric of St. Louls. A. 
C. Einstein is president of both cor- 
porations. Einstein told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter last night that he was 
working on a rate reduction schedule 
for Wnion Electric, but was not ready 
to announce it. 


How Bills Will Read. 
The new county schedule adds a 


third step to the present rate. Here 
is how the electric light bill of the 
country consumer, who has a house 
of four active rooms, will read after 
Sept. 15, on the basis of a 40-kilowatt 
hour consumption: 
16 kilowatt hours at 12 cents. .$1.92 
12 kilowatt hours at 6 cents.. .72 
12 kilowatt hours at 3 cents.. .36 
The new rate will give a consumer 
of that class 40 kilowatt hours of 
current for $3, with 5 per cent off for 
payment within 10 days. The aver-

consumption. A consumer of that class, 
using 4 kilowatt hours of current a 
month, would have a bill for $2.50, if he 
paid promptly to take advantage of 
the discount, would have an average 
rate slightly less than 6 cents.

GUARDS TO BE DISMISSED 
Convict’s Story Fails to Gain 
Any Advantage for the For- 
mer Police Lieutenant.

ALBANY, N. Y¥., July 24.—Life con- 
vict 620730, previously known as 
Joseph Murphy, did not change Gov. 
Whitman's opinion in the Becker case 
by his personal call at the executive 
mansion this afternoon, but he did 
put a bad crimp in Sing Sing’s Wel- 
fare League. 

Murphy reached Albany in. charge 
of Deputy Warden Charles H. John- 
s0n and was taken directly to the 
executive mansion where he stayed 
nearly three hours and was closely 
questioned. Before the interview was 
over two things of importance had 
happened. One was that Murphy had 
told of having been admitted to see 
Becker in the death céll on the night 
of Sunday, June 20, The other was 
that he had convinced the Governor 
that he had not told the truth at any 
time. 

Warden to Remove Guards. 

As soon as the Governor had in- 
duced Murphy to admit having talked 
with Becker he telephoned to Warden 
Thomas Mott Osborne at Sing Sing 
and asked about it; Warden Osborne 
déciared he was greatly astonished 
that such a gross violation of the 
prison rules had been possible and 
said he would at once remove the 
guards who had permitted it. Mur- 
phy told the Governor he got in to 
see Becker by saying he was going 
to sing to the condemned man for 
the Welfare League. 

After his imterview with Murphy 
the Governor said he had granted it 
because Murphy had written saying 
that he could give important evidence 
to show that Becker was not gullty, 
but the Governor gave the impres- 
sion that he had learned nothing new 
from Murphy and had not in any way 
changed his mind. 

“Murphy used to be a New York 
bartender,” said the Governor. “He

When Friml Had e Toothache.

14 last, testified that Frim] had no con- 
nection with the show which would 
cause him to travel with it, but that he 
did so anyway, and that when Blu- 
menthal tried to enter the singer's 
drawing room he found the door had 
been locked. Some time later it was 
opened and Friml came out. 

Five days later, at the Statler Hotel 
in Buffalo, Blumenthal said, he en- 
tered Mme. Trentini’s room without the 
formality of knocking and found her 
pnd Frimi there. Mme. Trentini began 
trying to explain Friml’s presence.

She has transported an army, 
variously estimaged at from 600,000 
to 2,000,000 men across the English 
Channel, together with all of the sup- 
plies of war munitions required for 
offensive and defensive operations.

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Cattle receipts last week were of fair 
volume, although they showed a de- 
crease from both those of the previ- 
ous week and the corresponding a 
a F he wd ago. This was largely due to 
a light run of southerns, supply in that 
division having been very light. There 
was a good supply of steers on sale last 
week, both as far as volume and qual- 
ity was concerned. The market was 
not in very good shape. The run seemed 
excessive and buyers forced declines. 
Strictly prime steers showed a loss of 
a flat quarter, while all other classes 
were mostly 85@50c lower. Top 
was $10.25, both heavy steers and year- 
lings having sold at that figure. 

A very light supply of heifers was 
available and quality was conspicu- 
ously absent. There were no prime 
heifers on sale and there was a no- 
ticeably small proportion of even good 
kinds. The light supply found a good 
demand and the trade in heifers was 
steady and active. 

Strictly good beef cows and canners 
and cutters were also steady, and a 
moderate supply was on sale. How- 
ever, medium grade killing cows, es- 
pecially kinds ineligible to stocker 
competition, were 15@25c lower. Bulls 
showed no change last week. 

Vealers Are Irregular. 


Trade in vealers was very irregular 
and uneven and wide fluctuations were 
manifest. However, at the close of 
the week the bulk of vealers were no 
worse than a quarter lower, compared 
with the end of the previous week. Top 
was $10.50. 

Stockers and feeders were in good 
demand last week and the supply was 
insufficient for the needs of the trade. 

good, firm tone characterized the 
trade and while no pronounced ad- 
vance was evident, still the bulk 
changed hands at strong prices. 

Southern cattle receipts were of mod- 
erate volume and below normal for this 
period of the year. Southeastern states 
contributed a good proportion of the 
run, and the Texas offering was not 
What it should have been from the 
standpoint of quality. A moderate sup- 
ply of steers was available and while 
there was some weakness on them dur- 
ing the forepart of the week, yet the 
late-period trade was stronger and the 
bulk of steers closed on a steady basis. 
Texas fed steers topped at $8.50, while 
best grassers offer made $7.75. South- 
eastern mixed stuff and canners were 
26@35c higher and yearlings and heretics 
advanced 10@l5c. 

With but moderate supplies of hogs 
on sale last week there was no material 
change in the price of hogs, with thé 
exception that the heavy kinds were on 
a slightly better basis. Still they were 
selling quite a good way from the top 
of the market. Good pigs are still best 
sellers, with the light and medium- 
weight offerings coming next. Packers 
were not quite so bearish as the week 
before last. 

The top of the market hung pretty 
close to $7.85 all week, only a few pigs 
selling above that figure and none above 
1.90, while the bulk of the hogs went 
at $7.50@7.75. The heavy offerings as a 
rule sold at §7.256@7.50. Shippers and 
city butchers were fairly active in their 
Operations, but the packers were slow 
bidders, claiming that local prices were 
too high when compared with the way 
they were purchasing hogs on other 
markets. 

Poor grade pigs and lights, rough 
packers and all grassy offerings were 
slow to place on anything like a satis- 
factory basis. The rough packers went 
largely at $6.50@6.70, poor grade pigs 
and lights $6.00@7.00 and the fair kinds 
showing grass, $7.10@7.50. 


Sheep Supply Is Licht. 


The supply of sheep was small 
each day, as the total number re.- 
ceived for the week is not any larger 
than the number that should be re- 
ceived almost every day in the week. 
It was an extremely small supply for 
this season of the year. The big 
slump week before last in prices was 
the cause for the small number that 
arrived last week. Sheep sold on a 
steady basis all last week, but lambs 
gained in the neighborhood of 50c. 

The good lambs the fore part of the 
week were selling at $7.75@8.00, but 
later were going rapidly at $8.25, with 
the fair offerings at $7.50@8.00, and 
culls and others that were very little 
or no better than the culls at $5.50@ 
7.00. Buyers did not sort the lambs 
very closely, as there was too much 
competition for them. 

Most all of the mutton sheep sold 
at $6.25, the same as for the past 
month, while the breeding ewes went 
at $6.26@6.75; stock sheep, %$5.25@ 
5.75; choppers, $3.50@4.50: canners 
$2.50@3.25; and the bucks, $4.00 @4.25, 
most all of them at the former price. 

Last week but light receipts of 
horses came in as compared with the 
previous week, but at that there was 
plenty of material on hand to fill a)l 
orders placed. No strong demand 
was obvious in the auction and the 
selling in this department was con- 
sidered poor by the majority of sell- 
ers. Not many Southern or Eastern 
buyers were on hand and only a few 
loads were bought to be shipped. 
War horses’ selling occupied the 
greater part of the time and this 
trade was good, There was an active 
demand and large supplies were sold 
to these purchasers.

Good Weather and Diplomatic 
Outlook Make Bull Traders 
Cautious. 


To the cotton trade the most im- 
portant happening ot the week was 
the message of the United States 
Government to Germany. While 
there was no apprehension of a flurry 
in price the bigness of the occasion 
was sufficient to hold attention. 50 
far as may be foreseen the move- 
ment of cotton will not be affected 
by any complication arising from 
this message, and it is the movement 
of cotton that will largely determine 
the prices during the coming season. 
Some days ago the Federal Govern- 
ment, through a dispatch to the 
Journal of Commerce, pointed to the 
danger of allowing pessimism over 
the cotton situation to take root in 
the minds of producers, and to the 
uselessness of it; particular stress 
was laid on the more adequate facili- 
ties for warehousing cotton; the 
statement that 10,000,000 of Dales 
could be housed was made, and the 
proper warehousing of cotton is vital 
to its proper financing because prop- 
erly warehoused, cotton is imperish- 
able if fire does not reach it. If the 
producer of cotton is secure against 
the necessity of sacrificing his cot- 
ton an overproduction of cotton need 
not disturb him this season, because 
he will have produced this larger crop 
on a smaller acreage and, consequent- 
ly, at less expense, provided the sea- 
son is normal and the cotton does not 
require too much working, 

With ample warehouse facilities, 
ample bank accommodation, and an 
economical production which leaves 
few pressing obligations to force the 
sale of cotton, the producer should 
not be fearful for the future course 
of prices. The ability to wait will 
solve nearly any financial problem 
that may be solved by a sale at & 
fair price, 

But what of the danger of an un- 
der-supply? What is the assurance 
that by the end of the next season 
there will be no shortage of cotton? 
If the growing crop snould prove a 
disappointment, what of the price of 
cotton? Everyone is concerned with 
the problem of oversupply and the 
other side is forgotten. 
foresee the yield per 
growing crop, but it is well to bear 
in mind certain possibilities that 
might overturn the calculations of 
the too confident bear. 


The War Might End. 


Always the grand possibility is that 
the war should end. But, laying that 
aside, let us consider the possibility of 
a short crop and its effect on prices. 
The outlook at present is favorable, if 
we may judge by the weather and the 
appearance of the plant. The hardi- 
hood of the plant will be fully tested 
during the hot season in August and 
early September, and, in the district 
where fertilizers have been freely used 
in the past, it would not be surprising 
to find that the plant lacks vitality in 
the time of trial. 

In the Monthly Crop Report, issued by 
the Department of Agriculture, the sales 
of commercial fertilizers this year are 
claimed to be but 59 per cent of the to- 
tal sales at the same time last year, 
that is to July 1. At the same time at- 
tention is called to the fact that the 
quality of the fertilizers is deficient on 
account of lack of potash. While the 
tonnage sold in South Carolina, for in- 
stance, has dropped to 5 per cent of 
last year, the value is said to have 
fallen to less than 20 per cent. On the 
other hand, southern farmers appear 
this year to have exerted themselves to 
a hitherto unknown extent in the utili- 
zation of home-produced composts and 
natural manures, 

In this dispatch to the Journal of 
Commerce it was stated that competent 
observers held that the cut in fertiliz- 
ers meant a further reduction of 2 
per cent in the production of cotton 
or an indicated crop of about 11,500,000 
bales, instead of 14,000,000 bales as in- 
dicated by the reduction in acreage 
alone. All this is predicated on normal 
weather conditions throughout the sea- 
son. 

Suppose the weather is bad during 
that critical time of hot winds? Who 
can foretell how small the yield may be? 
The consumption of cotton is increasing 
as the war goes on and there is nothing 
in sight to indicate a decrease. If the 
weather should turn bad would not 
spinners consider the time opportune 
to begin buying more than their current 
needs? Would not the large stocks held 
in Liverpool appear less formidable? 
As it is Liverpool seems to be entirely 
satisfied with the present level of prices 
and not attempting to depress them. 
The forwardings to spinners the past 
week indicate fairly good business— 
&y,000 bales of which 76,000 were Ameri- 
can. 

Future Prices Are Lower. 


During the week prices in the future 
markets in this country lost from 18 to 
% points, while in Liverpool the loss 
was from 3 to 9 American points, the 
near months losing the more heavily. 
Spots in Liverpool were reduced but 
one Liverpool point, and the market 
quoted steady. In the various spot mar- 
kets in this country % cent wil) about 
cover the reduction in quotations. The 
market shows a little more activity and 
sales are larger. 

The Weather and Crop Bulletin says 
of the growing crop: 

‘‘Week again favorable for cotton. 
Warm nights in the cotton belt, with 
generally sufficient soil moisture over 
central and eastern districts, greatly 
favored cotton, and good growth was 
generally reported. Dry weather pre- 
vails in Texas, but cotton is standing 
the drouth well, and it is said to be de- 
veloping rapidly in Oklahoma and Ar- 
kansas. Cultivation has proceeded sat- 
isfactorily and the crop is very gen- 
erally clean. Boll weevil are less active 
in Texas, but they are now reported as 
far east as the Alabama-Georgia line 
and in Western Florida.’

BLACK RUST SCARE IS A 
BULL FACTOR IN WHEAT 


Week’s Price Range Is Sharply Higher Despite 
the Uncertain Diplomatic Outlook—Corn 
Also Shows Strength. 


SATURDAY’S COMPARATIVE FUTURE QUOTATIONS. 
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. Wheat futures surprised traders 
on the Merchants’ xchange last 
week by gaining 4 to 5 cents a bush- 
el, when expectations were that the 
market would decline on increased 
receipts of new wheat and uncer- 
tainty caused by the strained diplo- 
matic relations between the United 
States and Germany. That the latter 
influence was of minor importance 
was suggested yesterday when the 
market rose 2 cents in the face of

That this phase of the situation, 
however, was not given the impor- 
tance due it is apparent. Markets 
have a peculiar way of ignoring news 
at times, but the present week will 
probably see speculative attention 
more strongly directed to the foreign 
outlook than to the crop prospect, 
as a break in diplomatic relations 
with Germany could not be construed 
as other than a bear point of impor: 
tance, since the big part of our ex- 
ports of wheat last year were made 
to the allies, and trouble with Ger- 
many would raise the question of 
getting our surplus wheat abroad. 


Harvest Is Late. 


Much of the week's buying was based 
or. late harvest in the winter wheat 
belt and reports of black rust damage 
in spring wheat. In 1904 the market 
advanced 30 cents a bushel in.a month’s 
trading on black’ rust damage ‘to spring 
wheat, caused by excessive rains, but 
the plague did not develop until August 
28, and in the early winter the advance 
was entirely lost, and more, too, when 
receipts of spring wheat demonstrated 
that the extent of the damage had been 
grossly exaggerated for speculative pur- 
poses. 

“Give me the moisture,” said an im- 
portant crop authority then, “and I will 
take the chances of black rust. Water 
makes crops. Dry weather destroys 
them. The damage from Trust may be 
severe, but rain will’ make up for it 
in territory not infested by rust.’’ 

That is the position of spring wheat 
now. Every year the trade shivers if 
trust damage is talked of, but only in 
the one year of 184 was it a damaging 
factor of importance. Of course this 
year with the war on it might prove 
troublesome if excessive, but so far 
there is a in the situation to cause 
worry, according to such authorities 
as Milling and Grain News, the North- 
western Miller and the Modern Miller, 
all of which declare that the sprin 
wheat crop is in excellent condition an 
promises to be a record-breaker. 

From the standpoint of supply and 
demand the. situation is uncertain. 
A circular issued hy Keusch and 
Schwartz of Chicag. contains some 
Set ereeee figures on the outlook. It 
said: 

“Foreign advices relating to the 
world’s wheat situation during the 
post year have been generally of an 
ndefinite and contradictory character; 
recent official and semi-official data 
reveal the fact that present conditions 
surrounding production and distribu- 
tion are in striking contrast to the 
conditions existing a year ago. 

At the beginnin of the war all 
countries an eopies, either directly 
or indirectly involved were fearful 
that an upheaval involving a great 
part of the world’s producing and con- 
suming population would curtail or 
destroy the natural pursuits of com- 
merce and agriculture; uncertain of 
the future and its developments and 
intent upon following the instinctiv 
law of self-preservation they cantare 
the world’s markets in keen and di- 
rect competition with each other in 
an effort to provide for possible fu- 
ture requirementa, 

“Their anxiety was increased b 
the closing of the Dardanelles, wit 
the consequent forced withdrawal of 
the Russian and Balkan surplus: and 
later on, intensified by material re- 
ductions in the crops of Canada and 
Argentiné, d a practical failure of 
the Australia erop. The surplus of 
the latter countries was reduced a5 
estimated total ef 150,000,000 bu. an 
the world’s available exportable sur- 
plus reduced 360,000,000 bu.

MISSILE AIMED WITH EASE 


Impact With Water Sets Ma- 
chinery in Motion, Driving It 
at Rate of 40, Knots.

WASHINGTON, July 2%-—Rear Ad- 
miral Bradley A. Fiske’s patent for an 
aero-torpedo boat for delivering sub- 
marine torpedoes from airships is at- 
tracting nation-wide attention. The 
Fiske flying torpedo-boat would make 
it possible to attack a fleet within a 
land-locked harbor. 

Admiral Fiske contemplates equip- 
ping a monster aeroplane, similar to a 
mumber now under construction in this 
country for the British Government 
with a Whitehead torpedo of regular 
type. Swooping down at a distance of 
five sea miles from the object of at- 
tack, the aircraft would drop its deadly 
missile into the water just as if it had 
been launched from a destroyer. The 
finpact sets the torpedo’s machinery 
in motion and it goes at a rate of more 
than 40 knots toward the enemy ship. 

The range of newest navy torpedoes 
ig 10,000 yards. Carried on a huge aero- 
fJane the 2000-pound weapon would be 
taken over harbor defenses by the Fiske 
gero-torpedo boat at an altitude safe 
from gunfire. Once over the machine 
would slide down to within 10 or 20 feet 
of the water, the torpedo rudder would 
be set, and it would be dropped to its 
work while the aeroplane sped away. 

Several countries have already per- 
fected aeroplanes that carry a ton, dead 
weight. A niimber of aeroplanes that 
will carry 20 men have been constructed 
in Russia and similar ones are being 
constructed in Great Britain. 

Claims Made for Invention.

‘MORATORIUM IN CHRISTIANITY’ 
PROPOSED BY A GERMAN WRITER 


It Should Not Be Preached During 


the Continuance of War, He De- 
clares in Religious Journal. 


BERLIN, July 24—A “moratorium 


in Christianity” is proposed by a writer 


in the Christliche Welt, one of the lead- 
ing religious journals of Germany. The 
writer urges that “in a war of this 
character, where ruthlessness of an un- 
paralleled type is displayed and where 
the very rudiments of Christianity are 
ignored, it would be wise, if Christianity 
is to be maintained, that it should nut 
be preached or tauzg rat during the con- 
tinuance of the war.”’ 

“It is as though one were obliged to 
lay asifle one’s humanity,” he says. “and 
to relinquish all that distinguished a 
Christian man. It is mockery to ask 
men with blood-stained hearts to ap- 
proach the table of the Lord.”’ 

“It is not Christian teaching that a 


man wants as he comes fresh from the 


frightful hell of the trenches;”’ he de- 
clares. ‘‘War is a phenomenon which 
the church should not be abie to bless. 
It is opposed to every essential of 
Christianity, and thé sooner a mora- 
torium for Christianity is declared the 
better. There should be no more church 
nonsense about the ennobling and puri- 
fying effects of war. For hundreds of 
thousands of men at the front, men who 
once believed in the faith, the mora- 
torium is already in effect. When they 
return from the blood-voaked battle- 
front, their Christianity will be of a 
different order, and they will insist upon 
the church adopting a different Christ- 
ianity.’’

WOUNDS IN FRANCE 


Sister Here Receives Word of 
Death of Rene Chaxel, Who 
Served at Ypres. 


Rene Chaxel, a former St. Louisan, 
one of several French reservists who 
returned to France and joined their 
regiments at the outbreak of the war, 
died May 14 of wounds received in 
the battle before Aubugny-en+«Artois, 
according to news received yester- 
day by his sister, Mme. Victor Reeb 
of 4234 Peck street. 

Chaxel was living on a farm near 
Bell, Mo., witn his parents at the 
outbreak of the yar. Until three 
years ago he lived with his father 
and mother, Mr. and Mrs. Emil Chaxel 
at 4448 North Market street, and was 
employed for several years by the 
Banner Creamery Co, He was 33 
years old. 

He served in the French army for 
two years before coming to the United 
States, and was carried dn the rolls 
as a reservist. His relatives tried to 
prevent him from returning to France, 
but he insisted upon going, declar- 
ing that sense of duty as a soldier 
would not permit him to remain in 
this country while the members of 
his class were at front, fighting for 
Frarce. He joined the. 160th Regi- 
ment of Infantry, and had been in 
the trenches at Ypres since Christ- 
mas. 

The French advanced to a position 
before Auvigny May 12, ana Chaxel 
was seriously wounded. He was re- 
moved to the field hospital, where he 
died. He was acting as®an aid to 
his commanding officer when he re- 
ceived the wound. 

Mare Sequin, the French Consul, re- 
ceived the death certificate yester- 
day, and forwarded it to Mrs. Reeb. 
The la-~ letter received by his sister 
was dated May 2, and apparently 
came from the trenches at Aubigny. 
The letter was written in happy vein, 
and Chaxel said that he would return 
home within six months. He had 12 
relatives in the French army. Two of 
his cousins, according to Mrs. Reeb, 
were killed in the 0: ttle of the Marne 
during the early weeks of the war.

BALTIMCRE, Md., July 24.—Had 


Belgium acquiesced in the demand of 
Germany and permitted free passage 
of her armies, they would have 


marched straight to Calais and dic- 
tated terms to the world,” said Car- 
dinal Gibbons yesterday. 

“Tf the allies should prove victori- 
ous, Belgium should be restored four- 
fold for what she sacrificed. Our 
prayer goes up each day and in all 
our churches that God may bring to 
a speedy end this dreadful war.” 

Yesterday was the Cardinal’s 81st 
birthday. He spent it at Union Mills, 
in the home of T. Herbert Shriver. 
His expressions which are above 
quoted are a part of an interview he 
gave to W. L. W. Seabrook, a Balti- 
more newspaper. man, who is one 
year older than the prelate. 

Sword Only Logic for Mexico. 

“One year ago today we talked of 
the conditions in Mexico,” the Cardi- 


nal continued, 
changed. The interview I gave you 
that day was published all over the 
world and came under the Girect no- 
tice of President Wilson and Secra- 
tary Bryan. 

“The former sent United States 
Senator Lee to confer with me on the 
subject and sent by him pve of 
telegrams he had sent to rranza 
and Villa, who were acting in concert, 
telling them that if they did not get 
together for the best interests of 
distressed Mexico it would be neces- 
sary for the United States to employ 
forcible means for pacification. 

“I expressed to Senator Lee my 
gratitude for the courtesy of the 
President and my opinion | that 
neither Carranza nor Villa was capa- 
ble of feeling the influence of lofty 
motives of patriotism and that they 
would not heed his message. The end 
has justified my opinion. 

“TI am convinced that neither expostu- 
lation, entreaty nor advice will have any 
effect on those who are now assuming 
the leadership in Mexico, and I fear that 
the sword is the only argument that 
can have any weight and believe that 
sooner or later some form of inter- 
vention must be pursued by our country. 


No Need of Big Standing Army. 

“The greatest difficulty will be for our 
President to find a Mexican who can 
be placed at the head of affairs, un- 
selfish and patriotic, and for a time at 
least it will be necessary for an Ameri- 
can with plenary powers to deal with 
the situation.”’ 

Asked his opinion of the need of a 
strong standing army in the United 
States, he replied with unusual force: 

“We do not want it, we do not need 
it. Let the energies of our peopie be

Situation and Reproaching 
Each Other. 


AMMUNITION IN. PLENTY 


Describes British as Courageous 
Fighters, Especially First 
Territorial Army. 


NEW YORK, July 2%.—The American 
rrints a review of the war from Berlin, 
written by Maj. Ernest Mohrat, mill- 
tary critic of the Berlin Taeblatt. 

He predicts a German victory because 
of @ whited Germany working in perfect 
harmony with Austria and Turkey. 

He pictures the allies as in a hopeless 
situation and uttering severe reproaches 
of each other. If they remain united 
their victory is at best doubtful, he 
thinks, if they fall out it is hopeless. 

Moehrat asserts that Germany is ever 
able to replace its officers killed or dis- 
abled; the forces in the field and those 
jn reserve are always at the full quota; 
the reserve, he declares, being so nearly 
inexhaustible that it is yet unnecessary 
to increase the term of compulsory serv 
fee or shorten the age at which the 
youths of the land may enlist. One of 
the chief points made in the review is 
that there has never been the slightest 
lack of ammunition, not only because 
of Germany’s great supply and its huge 
capacity for manufacturing more, but 
Because of “the tremendous increase 
through the enormous booty captured in 
cur victories.’’ 

French Artillery Praised. 

Mohfat asserts superiority in infantry 
and cavalry of the Germa on both 
fronts. Her heavy field illery, he 
says, has shown superiority on every 
front, but he admits France has some 
heavy artillery the equal of the Ger- 
mans both in material and efficiency of 
cperation. 

Germany’s heavy mortars, motor bat- 
teries and new long-range guns are s0 
superior, he holds, that they have won 
immediate victory whenever the Ger- 
wans have been able to use them on 


‘permanent fortifications. 


In airmen and craft he asserts superi- 


. ority. 


. In no part of the article does the critic 
claim for Germany and her allies an 
equipment so nearly approaching per- 
, fection as that of the sanitary and hos- 
” pital service. He asserts the mortality 
rate among the seriously wounded is 


the smallest possible of human achieve-- 


tnent to date and declares that a very 
high percentage of the slightly wounded 
return to the front after convalescence. 
Next to the system of saving the health 
end lives of her soldiers after they are 
shot, the critic praises the railway 


- gystem which permits the carrying of 


these soldiers to the various fronts to 
be shot. On this point he writes: 

“The course of both the Eastern and 
Western campaigns has proved to us 
that our railway lines are capable of 
transporting troops with § lightning 
rapidity to’whatever quarter they may 
be needed. 


English Courageous Fighters. 
“It is due to the prompt operation of 
eur railway service that our offensive 
during the last few weeks has shown 
no signs of fatigue.”’ 
‘In @ final summing up Maj. Moraht 
raises the English as ‘courageous 
ters,"’ especially the first territorial 
army. Of the French he says they 
“display great bravery in attack.” Of 
the Russians he says contrary to the 
accepted belief in time of peace, they

function with tenacity;’’ of the Italians

War Puts in Practice the 
— Five Peers, 


Peerages, 


American Democratic Idea 
31 Heirs to 
Slain. 


. 


July 2%—The war has 
leveled all classes in Ensland, from 
Duke to commoner. Never before has 
the American democratic idea so per- 


meated the country. 

It was a little more than 12 months 
ago that Lioyd-George was jibing at 
the Peers for the futility of their exis- 
tence and as the most unproductive 
class in the community. 

Now the views of the Minister of 
Munitions, like those of all other prom- 
inent commoners in Parliament, have 
received a check, for never have the 
noble houses of England more complete- 
ly justified their ability to hold their 
traditions. 

France and Fianders, Africa and the 
Dardanelles have levied an extremely 
heavy toll on the Peers and heirs to 
peerages. 

But it is not only in the field that the 
Lords have won fame. On the domestic

side of the great campaign they have 


not been found wanting. 

For instance, a Peer has divested 
himself of the dignity of his high title 
and is working in a munition factory at 
14 cents an hour. Other Lords are di- 
recting great ammunition and arma- 
ment works, railroad transport and 
great shipping companies, while a Baro- 
net and at least one Peer—the Earl of 
Crauford—have enlisted as privates. 

Death Toll Among the Peers. 

The number of men of aristocratic 
birth who have served, or are‘ serving, 
in the trenches, will probably never be 
known. But some idea of the service 
which the House of Peers is rendering 
the State may be gained by the fact 
that already in this war five Peers and 
31 heirs to peerages have been slain. 
This number does not include Prince 
Maurice of Battenburg, brother of the 
Queen of Spain, who was mortally 
wounded in France last October. In the 
South African war only four Peers and 
six heirs of Peers lost their lives, and 
this over a period of two and a half 
years. 

The Prince of Wales was among: the 
foremost to set the nobles an example. 
Other members of the royal! family serv- 
ing in France include the Duke of Teck, 
brother of Queen Mary, and Prince Ar- 
thur of Connaught, while yet others 
closely allied to the royal house are at- 
tached to the headquarters staff. 

It was learned only recently that 
Lord Crichton, the Queen’s equerry, 
who was supposed to be a prisoner in 
Germany, had been killed at the front 
some months ago. 


The list of peers who have laid down 
their lives in their country’s cause or 
been incapacitated in action is lengthy. 

The sons of Viscount Hardinge and 
Lord St. David have been killed in 
action, while the heir of Lord Ribbles- 
dale was wounded last month in the 
Dardanelles. 

Lord Grenfell’s twin sons, Capt. Riv- 
ersdale Grenfell, V. C., the great, polo- 
ist, and Capt. Francis Grenfell, were 
killed in France within a few months of 
each. other.

Among the wounded jn the recent list 
from the front was Lieutenant-Colonel 
Lord Cavendish, brother of the Duke of 
Devonshire, while among deaths official- 
ly reported are Lieut. Lord Spencer 
Douglas-Compton, son of the late Mar- 
quis of Northampton and heir to the 
present Marquis, and Hon. Keith Stew- 
art, second son of the Earl of Gallo- 
way. 

Lieut. the Hon. W. F. Rodney, Royal 
Flying Corps, brother of Baron Rod- 
ney, is another of those officially an- 
nounced as killed in France. 

Among the officers wounded in the 
earlier fighting was Maj. Lord Esme 
Gordon-Lennox, a son.of the Duke of 
Richmond. The Hon. H. Baring, 
brother of Lord Revelstroke, was 
wounded last November, while the 
eldest son and heir of Lord Valentia, 
M. P., the Hon, Arthur Annesley, was 
killed in action. 

Three of Tennyson’s Sons in Service. 


There are three sons of the pres- 
ent Lord Tennyson in the King’s ser- 
vice. The eldest was wounded last 
November. Barone Deforest, during 
the earlier stages of the war, had of- 
fered himself for active service and 
had been accepted. 

This list gives some idea of the 
valiant efforts which the gentlemen 
of England are making and have 
made on behalf of their country. On 
the other side of the picture there is 
the example of Lord Norbury, a Peer 
who, though 63 years of age, a month 
ago began work jn the fitting shop 
of an aeroplane works at Byfleet, 
Surrey, and every day is wearing 
brown dungarees and a cap. He is 
paid 14 cents an hour and sleeps in a 
small bedroom in a tiny lodge adja- 
cent to the works, which is tenanted 
by a butler.

He works on a lathe, 
and the verdict of his benchmates is 
encouraging. ‘“Nobling,” they § fa- 
millarly call him, and they treat him 
quite as an ordinary workman.

Meredith A. O’Niel Ordered to Report 
at Once to Ambassador 
Penfield. 
WASHINGTON, July 24.—Meredith A. 
O’Neill of St. Louis, son of the late 
Representative John J. O'Neill, has been 
appointed to the staff of the United 
States embassy of Vienna, Austria. He 
will sail from New York Wednesday 

for his new post. 

O’Nelill is 22 years, old, and a grad- 
uate of Christian Brothers’ College and 
St. Louis University. He was also 
graduated recently from Georgetown 
University here in international law, 
shortly afterwards accepting a clerical 
position in the State Department, with 
the idea of fitting himself for a position 
in the diplomatic service.

JUDGMENT FOR $960 OBTAINED 
AGAINST DUKE OF MANCHESTER 


London Court Orders Him to Pay Bt! 
for Hire of Automobiles in 
Two Installments. 


LONDON, July 24.—A motor company 
obtained judgment for $965 today against 
the Duke of Manchester. The company 
sued for that sum as due for automo- 
biles the Duke had hired and not paid 
for. The plaintiff's lawyer told the 
court that the Duke has four residences, 
a life interest in $3,009,000 and lives in 
lavish style. An order was issued by 
the court requiring the Duke to pay 
the first installment of the judgment on 
August 10 and the balance on August 31, 
together with costs. 

Manchester’s mother, who was Miss 
Consuelo Yznaga of New York, inherit- 
ed a large amount of property from her 
fathe: and brother and at her death six 
years ago left her estate tn the hands 
of New York trustees. Manchester's 
wife is the sole heir to the $6,000,000 left 
by her father, Eugene Zimmerman of 
Cincinnati, who died suddenly last De- 
cember.

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STANDARD REFUSES | 
T0 LET STRIKERS 
RETURN TO WORK 


Bayonne Workers Had Agreed to 
Resume Operations Pend- 
ing Mediation. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July %4.—High hopes of 
a peaceable settlement of the oil work- 
ers’ strike at Bayonne, which was 
founded upon the willingness of the 5000 


employes of the Standard Oi) Co.’s plant 
to go back to work and agree to a board 
mediation straightening out their diffi- 
culties were dispelled tonight when the 
strikers were notified that the Standard 
Oil Co. officers had decided not to allow 
the men to return upon those terms. 

Gov. Felder, angered at the refusal] 
of the Standard to submit the ques- 
tions of arbitration to a committee, to- 
night served notice on the company in 
a telephone oonversation with Vice 
President Bedford that as far as he 
was concerned the company need look 
for no assistance from him, either in 
the detachment of armed troops or by 
official influence in the settikment of 
the Bayonne strike. 

Gov. Fielder called Bedford by phone 
after he was informed by Adjutant- 
General Wilbur F.. Sadler that the com- 
pany had declined flatly to consider 
the terms of settlement advanced by 
the strikers. 

Gov. Fielder told Bedford that he 
thought the terms of the strigers were 
fair. 


No Outside Ald Needed. 
Bedford’s reply was a blunt assur- 


ance that the company was able to 
settle their labor difficulties and didn’t 
need nor would they accept media- 
tion such as that proposed to them to- 
day by the strikers. 

“We can settle our labor troubles our- 
selves,” said Bedford. “We don’t need 
assistance nor do we want interfer- 
ence from the outside. If the workmen 
want to return to work let them do so 
voluntarily and without any strings as 
to concessions. 

‘We can handle our end of the situa- 
tion ourselves. 

“We met the Federal mediators and 
treated them courteously. 

‘Tf the Secretary of Labor should 
come to Bayonne from Washington per- 
sonally would you discuss mediation?’ 
the Governor asked. 

‘No, we would not; we need no out- 
side assistance.”’ 

The attitude of the company is sur- 
frising to Gov. Fielder because he has 
on his desk a stack of telegrams from 
tne Standard Oil Co. and pigeon 
concerns begging him to send military 
relief. 

Before formal statement of a refusal 
of the oil company heads to agree upon 
that method of procedure was given out; 
news reached the Federal mediators 
from an Official source that this was the 
case, and from the mediators the word 
was sent to the strike leaders. 

News Kept From Strikers. 

It was kept from the strikers as long 
as possible to avert a renewal of blood- 
shed and violence. It was with diffi- 
culty that the strikers were induced to 
agree to go back to work in advance of 
any mediation; therefore it was feared 
they would be infuriated when they 
learned of the Standard’s backdown. 

At 3 p. m. a committee of strikers, 
consisting of Jeremiah J. Bailey, Albert 
Zelito and Alexander Andro, went to the 
Standard Oil offices to see Supt. Hen- 
nessey, who had agreed to receive them 
and arrange details of the return to 
work Monday morning of all the strik- 
ers, pending mediation. They were told 
they could not have theconference, be- 
cause the officials were all busy paying 
off the men, and that they would re- 
ceive a message later. 


Word Sent Out at 9 P. M. 
At 9 o’clock tonight the information 


reached the Federal mediators and 
strike leaders that the answer was to be: 
‘You may not return.” 

Early in the afternoon the strikers’ 
committee presented to the Federal me- 
diators—John Moffitt and James A. 
Smythe—a schedule of their demands. 

It was set forth that the men should 
return to work Monday and appoint 
two mediators to act with two ap- 
pointed by the Standard. If these should 
be unable to agree, the representatives 
of the workmen should appeal to Gov. 
Fielder or President Wilson for the ap- 
pointment of a fifth, and a majority vote 
should settle the demands. 

‘These demands chiefly were for a 54- 
hour week.

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POULTRY SHOW AT 
FRISCO FAIR WILL 
OPEN NeW FIELDS 


Superintendent Quisenberry 
Points Out Advantages and 
Suggests Shipping Method. 


T. E. Quisenberry, former Superinten- 
dent of the Missouri Poultry Experi- 
ment Station at Mountain Grove, and 
now Superintendent of the Poultry De- 
partment at the Exposition at San 
Francisco, is enthusiastic over the poul- 
try show to be held at the Fair. In 


writing of the possibilities of this ex- 
hibit, he says: 

“There are many reasons why the 
Universal Poultry Show of the Exposi- 
tion should be one of the greatest and 
best exhibitions of pure bred poultry 
that has ever been held in this country. 
This show should go down in history as 
one that reflects great crecit upon the 
intelligence and progressiveness of 
American poultry breeders, and one 
that will result in inestimable bene- 
fits to the industry’ in general. It 
should mark an era of advancement and 
improvement tn many varieties and 
breeds, and will be the first big show of 
the country to be judged by the new 
1°15 Standard of Perfection. It ought to 
open up many new fields, and make 
an outlet and create a demand for bet- 
ter stock and eggs in many portions of 
America, especially on the Pacific Coast 
and throughout the West. 

“This show is to be held in the center 
of the greatest natural field, for both 
fancy and utility poultry, that is now 
open to the growth and development of 
the industry. ‘They have the soil, the 
Climate and the markets. The exhibit 
will doubtless be seen Ly more people, 
and you will have the opportunity ‘o 
get in touch with more poultrymen than 
you could in any other place or way. 

“The poultrymen in a rumber of states 
are making an effort to assemble a 
carload of poultry at some central city 
and have the car shipped in charge of 
one or two competent men. The ex- 
pense in some cases will be prorated 
among those who send birds, and in oth- 
er cases the Fair Commission will pay 
a portion or all of the expense. We 
suggest that the poultrymen in the dif- 
ferent states take this matter up, and 
organize for this purpose. It might be 
well for the State Associations or the 
State branches of the American Poultry 
Association to begin work at’ once s0 
that each state will be properly repre- 
sented. Even if only a few breeders 
wish to make a small shipment of 100 
or more birds, it would be well to have 
the birds to be sent from a particular 
locality or state assembled at one cen- 
tral point. They could then be billed in 
one lot shipment, and someone could be 
sent on the same train to see that the 
birds were properly watered and fed 
and exhibited.” 


Infertile Eggs Best 
to Keep in Summer 


The infertile egg has the advantage 
in keeping qualities over the ferti'e une, 
especially in warm weather, because 
there is no germ in the former te ‘le- 
velop. With fertile egx- the trouble 
arises from what is kunwn as tlie “blood 
ring’ inside it. Toese rings are caused 
by the development of a fertile egg and 
its subsequent death. No blued ring will 
form in an infertile egg. 

Repeated experiments lave shown that 
as between fertie ani intertile exxs 
kept in the same place, under identical 
conditions, the latter will keep nuch 
longer. The former are a hetter food 
article at any season. 

Special attention shonld be piven to 
the eggs during the suminer, in the 
way of gathering and storing Ina tem- 
perature of 70 degrves or lower, they 
may be kepr for several days, with ht- 
tle deterioration, vut to be <nfe they 
should be marketed or otnerwise dis- 
posed of two or threa times a week. In 
the strict sense, an egg begins to de- 
terlorate at once af*er veing laid. 


Good Insect Powder 
Easily Made at Home 


A very good insect powder for lice 
and other vermin on poultry may be 
mixed at home by any poultryman 
and will be found as effective as 
many of the high-priced powders on 
the market. It is made of strong to- 
bacco, ground into a fine powder, and 
Persian insect powder. It snould he 
mixed in the proportion of one pound 
of tobacco to two pounds of Persian 
insect powder. The mixing should be 
done thoroughly. 

The powder ig used by dusting the 
hens and chickens. The birds should 
be held, head down, so that the pow- 
der may be well shaken into the 
fluff. This work must be done thor- 
oughly to be effective, and should 
be repeated at intervals of 10 days 
to two weeks where the lice are par- 
ticularly bad. The same powder 
shaken into nesting material will 
also help to check vermin. 

It is especially valuable when used 
on sitting hens. Apply it about once 
a week during the hatch, the last 
time just before the hatch is due. 
When thoroughiy done this last time 
the chicks will be free from vermin 
to begin with.

Spoiled or tainted food kills: many 
chicks and grown fowls as 


Such foods are of various 
including fertile eggs tested 
out of incubators, poor grade beef 
scrap, decaying vegetation, mouldy 
or musty corn or other grain, wilted 
green food, mould in straw litter on 
the floor, or in the rotted straw of 
some old manure pile in which they 
scratch. 

Of eggs tested out from incubators 
all fertile ones should be discarded 
and all nonfertiles used for food 
should be immediately boiled Théy 
will keep in a cool place 10 days or 
more. Only the highest grade beef 
scrap should be used. In any case 
do not feed beef scrap that has 
“lumped” in a sack. 

Unless stored in a dry place, 
cracked corn and corn meal readily 
absorb dampness and mould results. 
Any cracked corn showing bluish 
discoloration, or any corn meal con- 
taining cobweb-like strings, is unfit 
to feed growing chicks. All corn 
products and all prepared foods con- 
taining corn in any form should be 
carefully and frequently examined. 
It is further recommended that corn 


be bought in small quantities in 
damp or hot weather unless you have 
go00 facilities for handling it in 
such a way as to prevent spoiling.

HE captain of industry is again to be 
popular in the United States, and this has 
been brought about by the efforts of 
business men to satisfy the publie in 
regard to their reasonable demands. The 
individual, or aggregation of individuals, 
or the ration, whose standard of con- 

duct conforms to the golden rule will on the average 
secure the largest pecuniary success. 

In times gone by there have been reasons for the 
hesitancy of the business man in boldly proclaiming 
his rights. The conduct of business by many men 
(though small in number compared with the total) has 
not always been up to the standard of propriety. 

This is not a new subject; it has been frequently 
adverted to by many of us during the last ten years. 
As a consequence there has been considerable prejudice 
against business interests, particularly the larger ones; 
and it has been worse than useless to speak in favor of 
protection and growth of business, fer the words wauld 
have been ineffective. 

So it is not difficult t. understand why, for a period 
of years, business men in this country suffered in 
siience, 

There is no intention at this time to modify or 


minimize anything that has heretofore been said by 


way of admission that there was need of reform in 
business methods. 

On the contrary, the fact should be emphasized that 
we must be honest and fair in our treatment of all 
questions submitted to our consideration and decision. 
But, as I have said before, more than once, there has 
been in this country a decided change for better busi- 
ness methods, and, therefore, in the attitude of the 
general public toward the men in charge ef business. 
. There never was any such disregard of the rights 
of others by business men generally as has frequentiv 
been charged. It has always been the effort of the 
large majority to be decent; but all suffered more or 
less for the misconduct of a few. 

However, in recent years there has been little cause 
for complaint; and the general public understands 
and appreciates these conditions. 

Now the time is come when the business man, even if he represents large 
interests, may speak frankly and freely about any of the important ques- 
tions which affect him or those whom he represents. - 

When and while our attitude and conduct are above reproach, others will 
be willing to heed what we may say concerning any question in which they 
or we may be interested. Indeed, as heretofore suggested, the leading news- 
papers of the country have been 
fair and reasonable in their 
advocacy of whatever makes for 
the advancement of the economic 
e nditions of the United States, 
ald in their opposition to the 
eiforts of unwise or unthinking 

vicious men to the contrary. 


and judi‘ious? Has it been fair 
and reasonable? Has it been 
broad and unbiased, or narrow 
and prejudicial? Has it been 
ealeulated to benefit all citizens 
alike? 

With the advantage possessed 
by this country on account of 
its location, climate, natural re- 
sources and immense wealth, it 
is not too much to insist that it 
should have been continuously 
more prosperous financially, 
commercially and industrially, 
than any other nation on the face 
of the globe. Capital should 
have been protected, labor con- 
stantly employed at liberal

The results have shown to a demonstration that busi- 
ness success has not been fostered or encouraged as it 
ought to have been; that the vast possibilities of the 
rer | for increase in wealth have not been fully 
utilized. 

On the contrary, instead of trying to bring about co- 
operation government and people in a de- 
termined effort to better the conditions of all, there has 
been, in a substantial degree, an open hostility to busi- 
ness which has paralyzed many of its legitimate efforts. 
While, as heretofore admitted, there has been cause for 
complaint on the part of the government, it is believed 
that few, if any, cases have been found which could not 
have been satisfactorily and properly adjusted by per- 
sonal and friendly, though persistent efforts, without © 
any open or advertised hostility which was certain to 
lessen confidence and unfavorably effect large num- 
bers im no wise connected with the matter in question. 

It is not intended to be specific nor to do an injustice; 
but included in the térms used are speeches by men in 
office, the passage of laws that were discriminatory and 
others that were unwise or insufficient, investigations 
by committees appointed by Congress and Legislatures, 
and by various departments and bureaus of government, 
ineluding grand juries whose services were brought into 
action on special occasions by the department of justice. 

You whe are present will make application of what 
has been said to individual acts, so far as the facts may 
warrant. Whether or not it is justified, there has been 
a feeling on the part of a large portion of the people of 
the United States, and also those of foreign countries, 
that there has not been a well defined and persistent 
policy to co-operate with and promote the interests of 

. the i man to the full extent reasonable; and, on 
the contrary, that the policy of some of the governmental 
agencies, both national and state, in their effect at least, 
have been to interfere with, to delay and obstruct nat- 
ural progress; to punish and destroy, rather than to reg- 
ulate and encourage. 

The time seems opportifne, first, to reiterate that 
the business men throughout the country must give no cause for complaint in 
the management of their affairs, but must continue to live up to the standards 
of propriety; and second, to insist that on those conditions the governments 
with all their agencies and influences, shall co-operate with the business in- 
terests and aid them in establishing credit, in extending commerce, in -in- 
creasing capacity, in the development: of natural resources, in adding to the 
comfort of themselves and those 
with’ whom they may be con- 
nected and for whose welfare 
they are more or less responsible. 

If this shall be the recognized 
effort of the national and state 
governments, what can we not 
properly say of the value of our 
property, of our future prosper- 
ity, the position of our credits, 
the stability of goed conditions 
and the standing of our nation? 

And this attitude on the part 
of the government we believe the 
people of this country are de- 
manding and have a right to de- 
mand, and they will not be sat- 
isfied with less. i 

Again, may we not claim there 
is chanee for improvement in 

the business methods of the 
national, state and municipal 
goveraments throughout this 
country? 

There have been expenditures 
that were extravagant or useless, 
aggregating millions; unmeces- 
sary positions have been created; 
the number of incumbents multi- 
plied; money has been paid out 
for deceration and display and

But what can truthfully said of business condi- 


tions in this country during the last ten years? Pros- 
perity has often been interrupted; depressions have 
been frequent and severe; idleness has been noticeable, 
and its results often distressing. 

Doubt, misfortune, and fear have been prominent in 
business circles. Capital has been more or less timid, 
and enterprise has hesitated. American investors, and 
particularly foreigners with funds for investment, 
have doubted the values of securities, which under 
other circumstances would be considered first class, and 
have declined to purchase and many have sold those 
alrea 

We have been the object of sympathy and sometimes 
of ridicule on the part of the intelligent European fin- 
anciers and economists. Words might be multiplied 
to illustrate the unfavorable conditions which have pre- 
vailed.

When the matinee idols of the film de- 
cline to risk their precious selves Ly 
jumping off a cliff or swimming an 
ice-bound river, the directors call 
upon two young daredevils, profes- 
sional movie doubles, to do the stant, 
and the public is none the wiser. 


HE next time you see your favorite hero 
in some movie “shocker” drive an auto- 
mobile off the brow of a cliff or dive into 
the sea from a: flying aeroplane, do not 
shudder at the heartlessness of the man- 
ager who compelled so handsome and 
charming an actor to risk his life in order 

to provide a cinema climax. 

The chances are that the famous actor was at the 
time sitting at his ease, in perfect safety and comfort, 
while his role in the daredevil feat was taken by one 
of two remarkable young men, made up to resemble him, 
who have found an adventurous career in performing 
perilous stunts before the camera which the regular 
actors refuse to attempt. They are known as _profes- 
sional movie doubles, and they are Eddie Gordon and 
Jack Austin of New York. 

They get no glory out of their hairbreadth’ escapes, 
for it is the star’s name, not theirs, which is flaunted 
on the screen, and it is the star who wins the adoration 
of the movie matinee girls as a perfect darling of cour- 
age as well as of pulchritude. But Gordon and Austin 
do not care. They receis< good pay for their exploits, 
and more than all lead a life of constant danger and ad- 
venture which is to them the breath of existence. 

An example of how a movie double is called upon to 
undertake feats in which the actors decline to jeopar- 
dize their lives and limbs is shown in the following in- 
cident, which réally occurred.

For when a film actor receives $100 or $150 a week 
for his work, he is not at all desirous of taking chances 
of being injured, and thereby cutting off his income. 
But in many pictures, it is necessary for the hero, in 
order to escape the perils that encompass him, to jump 
off a cliff or a bridge or a house or do anything else 
that may have an element of hazard in it and at the 
same time make an effective scene. Therefore, when 
the high-salaried stars balk at such circus stunts, the 
director, instead of expostulating with them, or tearing 
his hair, simply sends for Gordon or Austin, or both, 
But, of course, the actor would not advertise his timidity 
by giving credit to his double in the screen. 

It may seem remarkable that two such men, well- 
educated, steady, abstemious, should employ themselves 
in a pursuit that may very well end in injury or worse. 
But the cause is not far to seek. There are certain

T. LOUIS tenement dwellers do 
not use bath tubs for coal bins, 
according to the experience of 
the City of St. Louis, model 
landlord. Another ancient ex- 
cuse of landlords who are not 
model has been destroyed. 

It remained for the City of St. Louis, 
model landlord, to try the thing out. It 
has given its tenants bath tubs and they 
have not been used as coal receptacles. 
Also, it has given its tenants water and 
toilets in their apartments and electric 
lights and granitoid courts and base- 
ments; and the tenants have not misused 
these modern improvements, but on the 
contrary have been willing to pay higher 
rent in order to get them. 

St. Louis is landlord to some 200 fam- 
ilies and collects from them something 
like $40,000 a year. It is landlord as 
trustee for the Mullanphy Emigrant Re- 
lief Fund, which is invested to a large 
extent in tenement property. 

In years past it was the theory of the 
Mullanphy Woard that denizens of the 
tenements would use bath tubs for every- 
thing but bathing, and that any other 
modern improvement provided would be 
misused or not used at all. Therefore, 
the Mullanphy Fund tenements were as 
bad as the worst. . But latterly the men 
who manage the fund have Lad a differ- 
ent vision. 

A program of betterments was mapped 
out, and as rapidly as nossible the Mulk

Foul cellars were c:eaned out and 
paved with granitoid. New floors were 
laid where theBe were needed Walls 
were papered. The houses were wired 
When the work was fin- 
ished the Board had for rent, instead of 
tumble-down tenements. poor men’s 
apartment houses containing two-room, 
three-room and four-room flats. And the 
poor man was found to be willing to 
pay more rent for such habitable apart- 
ments as these. The modernized tene- 
ments were always occupied and thé 
yrofits were increased. 

It is not only the Mullanphy tene- 
ments and their occupants that are af- 
fected by the changed conditions. Other 
landlords in the immediate vicinity of 
the Mullanphy tenements are catching 
ihe contagion of improvement. It has 
been observed that the repairing and 
painting of a Mullanphy tenement is 
followed shortly by the repairing and 
painting of other tenements in the neigh- 
borhood. 

Much of the Mullanphy property has 
not been brought up to date, and is in 
many instances more. disreputable look- 
ing than surrounding property. The rea- 
son is that it is under lease and that as 
the end of the lease term draws near 
the lessee lets it run down. But as fast 
as-the leases expire the Board refuses to 
renew the leases and the property is 
taken in hand, repaired and practically 
rebuilt in many instances. 

The work is going on ail the time. 
Eight pieces of property are being mod- 
ernized now. As many more will be 
taken in hand as soon as the leases ex- 
pire. The Board has its own mechanics 
constantly at work. 

In order that housewives may not be 
at all tempted to use the bath tubs for 
coal, metal coal boxes are placed on the 
porches for the use of the occupants of 
the different apartments. 

No difficulty is experienced in getting 
increased rent for modernized tenements. 
It is the observation of the Board mem- 
pers that the standard of the families 
occupying the Mullanphy tenements is 
raised as the quality of their surround- 
ings is improved.

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Missourian Who Made a “Worthless” Mountain 


“Show Him” $3,000,000 of Copper a Year 


Romance of industry in which former 
instructor at Rolla School of Mines 
turned Utah property no one would 
buy into E] Dorado flowing with riches 
—Revolutionized copper mining by 
discovering cheap process of reclaim- 
ing low-grade ore—Is tearing down 
mountain 2000 feet high in operations 
rivaling Panama Canal 4 $: 


UT in Utah there stood a porphyry moun- 
tain 2000 feet high, at the flanks of 
which men were digging for gold. Their 
profits were so indifferent that they of- 
fered to sell the entire mountain for 
$300,000—a mere song, as the values of 
mines go. There were no takers 

In the School of Mines at Rolla, 
Mo., there was a young assistant 
professor, by name Daniel Cowan 
Jackling. ~He was the son of a 
poor farmer in Bates County, Mo., 
and fate seemed to have ordained 
him to be a life-long pedagogue. 

Circumstances conspired to 
bring the porphyry mountain in 
Utah and the young Missouri in- 
structor together. His trained 
eyes saw what was invisible to 
the fevered gaze of the gold seek- 
ers—that in the waste they threw 
aside in disdain was material for 
greater wealth than they had 
dreamed of. 


Today that mountain, once con- 
sidered little better than worth- 
less, is producing every week cop- 
per ore to the value of more than 
$300,000, and is paying dividends 
of nearly $3,000,000 a year. In 
the meantime Prof. Jackling has 
been metamorphosed into Col. 
Jackling, yachtsman and million- 
aire, with the nicknames 
of “first citizen of Utah” 
and “copper king of the 
West.” 

Other men have 
achieved riches  over- 
night by happening upon 
El Doradoes of metallic 
wealth—gold, silver and 
copper. Jackling’s suc- 
cess is unusual in that 
he took a property which 
the experts had pro- 
nounced hopeless, which 
was offered on the mar- 
ket without a buyer, and 
with the rod of science 
struck from the barren 
rock a stream of millions 
of dollars. 

The mountain, which 
stands near Bingham, 
Utah, was originally lo- 
cated as a gold mine, 
and was named “The 
Highland Boy.” It was 
worked for several years, 
with varying results, 
and was Offered for sale 
in 1895 for $306,000. No

In 1903, when Jackling was 34 years old, and three years after he had left the 
Mercur mines to set up for himself as a mining expert, he had conquered his prob- 
lem. He had discovered what many scientists had sought before in vain—a cheap 


and practical method of reclaiming low-grade copper ore. 


His discovery has sub- 


sequently revolutionized copper mining by making available great deposits previ- 
ously considered worthless. 

But his economies in the process necessitated carrying it on upon a grand scale, 
for a substantial part of the savings he had counted upon depended

The own- 
ers had only bitter con- 
tempt for the low-grade 
copper which they flung

other waste. As the per- 
centage of copper was never more than 8 per cent, and 
was therefore believed unprofitable to work, it was to 
them only so much troublesome dross. 

But many miles away, in Missouri, was developing 
the master who was to turn that copper wa: into a 
golden reality. Jackling was born in 1869 on a farm 
near Appleton City, Mo. He attended the State Nor- 
mal School at Warrensburg, Mo., and was graduated as 
an engineer of metallurgy at the Rolla School of Mines 
in 1892. During the next year, while taking a post-grad- 
uate course, he acted as assistant professor of chem- 
istry and metallurgy. 

The prospect of a safe and sane career as a college 
professor stretched before him, but this did not seem al- 
luring to an adventurous youth of 24 years, such as 
Jackling was.. He was a Missourian in character as 
well as by birth, and the world had to “show him” 
whether it had in store anything more exciting than 
teaching in a classroom. So, in 1894, he was to be found 
working as an ordinary miner and prospector in the 
famous Cripple Creek district, in Colorado. 

He was soon convinced that his training promised 
better things for him than toiling in the ground with 
a pick,and set up as an assayer,to which he added the 
functions of chemist and metallurgist. He remained at 
Cripple Creek two years, and then, his talents having at- 
tracted notice, he was appointed superintendent of con- 
struction and operation for the Consolidated Mercur 
Gold Mines, at Mercur, Utah. In that position he re- 
mained until 1900, and introduced certain innovations 
in the treatment of gold ore with cyanide which are still 


in use. 

In Utah, of course, he hear. the story of the High- 
land Boy mine. The spirit of romance in him was fas- 
cinated by this mountain of porphyry, or cuartz crvstals, 
which had broken the courage of the men who a‘tempt-

ed to turn its huzve bulk into 
wealth. He returned again and 
again to see it. It had upon him 
the effect of an irresistible mag- 
net. 

For his imagination was at once 
struck by a fact which had es- 
caped the gold hunters. Granted 
that its rocks contained less than 
8 per cent copper, how many mil- 
lions of tons of that valuable 
metal must the mountain as a 
whole comprise! What riches 
lay there for the first capable 
hand to grasp, if only some prac- 
tica,le way could be found to 
rescue the copper from its prison 
of porphyry. 

As early as 1897 he took sam- 
ples of the ore to his laboratory: 
ard set himself the problem of: 
finding a cheap way of working 
it. Persistent as he was and 
buoyed up by his dream of con- 
quering the obdurate mountain, it 
took him six long years to solve 
the riddle, [It was true that copper 
ore of even lower grades had been 
worked in Michigan, but there 
the metal was pure copper, need- 
ing little but crushing and wach- 
ing to clear it of its impurities 
But this was a sulphide of cop- 
per, which must be treated chem- 
ically and smelted before it would 
become commercially available. 


He required capital and lots 
a financier as well as a mining 


The difficulties he met may be judged by the fact that his process, 


ridiculed by other experts and by the 
mining journals. Moreover, the High- 
land Boy mine was a name that seemed 
to connote failure. But Jackling was 
born with one of the essential qualities 
of a great man-—he had unshakable 
confidence in himself. He had worked 
out his process to the last figure, and 
every figure, he knew beyond question, 
was correct. When a man believes so 
firmly in himself, he will at last force 
others to believe in him. 

The year of 1993 had not passed away 
before he succeeded in organizing the 
Utah Copper Co., adequately financed 
for mining on a big scale, of which he 
became vice president and general man- 
ager. After operations began he had- 
the largest porphyry mine in the world 
and one of the show places of the West. 
Today an average day's gross yield is 
$75,000 worth of copper ore, and the 
company has paid annual dividends as 
high as $2,750,009. 

The basic scheme of the operations 
was something so grandiose as to im- 
press the imagination. It was nothing 
less than eating down a mountain, 
mouthful by mouthful, with steam

from the port side, it may be stated that there have 
been enough peculiar lefthanders to justify the belief 
that side-wheelers and loose screws go together. 

If Bruno had an eccentricity, it lay in the almogt 
idolatrous worship which he bestowed upon his ten- 
thousand-dollar arm. If that be an eccentricity, then 
a red fox is eccentric. It was nothing but the extrava- 
gant care which Bruno lavished upon his aged wing 
which made it* possible for him to outlast every other 
lefthander in the business—and all the righthanders 
save one. There are many clever young ball players of 
the present period who would do well to imitate Bruno 
Smelzer in that respect; for, when these young men 
lose their salary arms, they will eat snowballs in winter. 

From the day when a major league manager paid an 
unheard-of price for Bruno and his left arm, Smelzer 
had been a sensation. This happened long before the 
days of frenzied finance in baseball; and the wise old 
owls of that day blinked their eyes and said that the 
manager had made a mistake. Bruno said nothing at 
all; but immediately began justifying the deai and 
price by shaking ten thousand dollars’ worth of win- 
ning games out of his loose left sleevc; and “Sic ‘em, 
Bruno!” became the slogan of the season. 

in thos¢ good old days Bruno had éverything in the 
world—-speed, curves, control, change of pace and field- 
ing ability second to none. He could nip either corner 
of the plate at will or buzz one straight down the 
groove; and, whenever Bruno was in doubt, he cut 
loose with his speed. In those days, he was pitching 
with his arm; later he began to pitch with his head 
as well.

ETTERED by disease to an invalid’s cot like 
that “mattress grave” immortalized by 
H@éinrich Heine, Charles Noel Douglas, in 
19 years of days filled with pain and nights 
racked by insomnia, has accomplished the 
following things: 

Composed a book of 600 songs of 
which 20,000 have been sold. 

Written a book of verses which 40,000 persons 
have purchased and Edwin Markham has praised. 

Written songs which have made the biggest 
hits achieved by such stars as Francis Wilson, 
Edna May and Eva Tanguay. 

Edited a magazine of national circulation, 
preaching the evangel of good cheer and op- 
timism for millions of readers, to whom he is 
known affectionately as “Uncle Charlie.” 

“Tt am a'tways in my office, ready for business, says 
Douglas with grim humor. “Other men are off fishing, 
to the ball game or the theate:, but my desk is always 
open and I ara rivht on deck to seize opportunity by the 
forelock and Zans« on for dear life. My bed is my office, 
and as I never lea-e it, I may safely be called punctual 
at business.” 

This remarkable man lives at 1299 Park Place, Brook- 
lyn, and is more abundantly alive in his long confine- 
ment than most men are who have legs to carry them 
across the earth. The weakness of his underpinning is 
more than offset by the strength of his upper works. 
For he is a thinker, a worker, a rip-banging hustler who 
has made good professionally and financially despite 
circumstances which would drive the average man to 
absolute despair. 

He was born in England 50 years ago. He started life 
on both legs as an actor, and came to America playing 
in “Lest in London.” He was really a talented actor, 
as he readily admits, and was once a pet of the Hon. 
Arthur J. Balfour, First Lord of the British Admiralty, 
who predicted great things for him. 

Almost 20 years ago, like a flash from the sky, the 
theretofore physically able man suddenly collapsed. 
An obscure nervous dis- 
ease* which baffJes science 
to this day, rendered him 
a helpless cripple. For 10 
months he lay near to

Who knows that the songs sung by Fra 
cis Wilson, Edna May, Eva Tanguay and others, which 
have swung from one end of the continent to the other, 
were composed by a man who knows nothing of the 
bright lights of Broadway, and to whom has never come 
the proud joy of hearing one of his own productions 
sung from the stage? 

He writes all of Eva Tanguay's songs, such as “I'm 
Not That Kind of a Girl,” “Billy's Very Good to Me.” 
“Gee, I'd Like to Be the Mayor,” “If I Owned a Theater 
on Broadway,” and “Somebody Left the Cage Door Open 
and I Walked Out.” Is there any suggestion in these 
titles of their origin? He wrote “The Cosy Corner Girl.” 
which became Edna May’s great hit. At one time in the 
hospital, before he was aware of his own value, he wrete 
a song for four dollars which afterward made $16,000 
for the publishers. 

Within the last few years he has compiled and pub- 
lished “Forty Thousand Sublime and Best Thoughts ” 
a monumental work in two volumes of 1000 pages e-v 1, 
He did the greater part of the work while suffering 
with blood poisoning in his foot and with a temperature 
of 102.

thovels, and digesting it into pure copper in the mills 
and smelters of the plant. 

At Utah mine all traditions of the “knights of 
the pick and shovel” have been upset. Giant powder 
loosens the earth and ore, huge steam shovels load 
the debris into standard-gavge railroad cars, and prac- 
tically all the operations are carried on in the open air 
and sunshine. Some deep mining operations are carried 
on, but the amount decreases from year to year and soon 
will be discontinued. Of the more than 2000 men em- 
ployed at the mine, less than 4000 work underground. 

Jackling’s problem was solved by crushing mills, an 
elaborate concentration process, and the cheap trans- 
portation of the ores to the smelters. A process of 
stripping was hezun. Twenty-seven great terraces were 
built a:ound the mountain. The terraces are from forty 
to one hundred and twenty feet high and their faces 
are sliced down gradually and systematically, and thus 
the exterior of the mountain is constantly shrinking, 
while it is being hollowed by the mining operations within. 

The ore is stripped on 100-foot levels and is discharged 
from upper to lower level into railroad cars by means 
of chutes. It is then ta’en to the great concentrating 
plant at Garfield, where are operated constantly some 
of the largest crushing mills ever erected. The stamps 
in the mills crunch huge boulders as though they were 
eggs. Through a series of crushing mills the rocks 
and ore are conducted until they are ground as fine 
as flour. Then, mixed with water, the powder -jis run 
out on 1200 concentrating tables, whose diagonal ledges 
catch all the various :ninerals in the ore and rock. 
even to the gold, which -uns about 20 cents a ton. After 
the concentrates are drawn off the tables they “re 
shoveled into cars and sent to the smelters, to be sep- 
arated and refined. 

In stripping the ore from the great benches, machines 
are used to drill holes for blasts. Five-inch holes are 
drilled, about thirty feet apart, and a row of holes 
is fired by electricity at once, moving the whole face 
cf the bench. The loosened rock is haniled by 22 steam 
shovels. Approximately 60,000 tons of material, about 
three-fourths as much as the dirt made to fly daily at 
the Panama Canal. is handled each day by Jackling’s 
shovels. Approximately two-thirds of this is waste 
matter and the remaining 20,000 is low-grade ore. It is 
estimated that the daily output of 20,000 tons of ore 
yields 200 ounces of gold, 2000 ounces of silver and 100,- 
000 pounds of copper. Handling 60,000 tons of material 
daily, it is estimated that at least 75 years will be re- 
quired to tear down the mountain. 

While Jackling was razing the copper mountain, the 
mountain was building him to a commanding position 
as a financier and mining authority. Other mining con- 
cerns sought his expert services, until the list of com- 
panies of which he is a director reads like a roll of 
Western mining corporations. He became interested 
in Alaskan properties, baving been appointed commis- 
sioner for Utah at the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition 
in 1909. He-branched out into railroads, public service 
corporations, banks and hotels. : 

Some of the corporations with which he is connected 
and his position with each are as follows: Ray Consol- 
icated Copper Co., vice president and managing director: 
Nevada Consolidated Co.. and Nevada Northern Rail- 
road, vice president; Bingham & Garfield Railroad, vice 
president and general manager; Ray & Gilla Valley 
Railroad, vice president and general manager; Chino 
Copper Co., vice president and managing director; 
Alaska Gold Mines Co., vice president and managing di- 
rector; Utah Power and Light Co., president; Butte and 
Superior Copper Co., director and consulting engineer; 
Utah Copper Co., vice president and managing director: 
Utah State National Bank, vice president and director; 
McCormick & Co., bankers, Salt Lake City, vice president 
and director; Garfield Banking Co., vice president; Salt 
Lake Security and Trust Co., director; Utah Hotel Co., 
director: Utah Hotel Operating Co., president; Utah 
Tire Clay Co., director. In addition, he is a heavy stock- 


holder in the First National Bank of Denver; the Unit- 
ed States Sugar and Land Co of tarden City, Kan.; 
the United Iron Works, Oakland, Cal.; the Kansas City 
Structural Iron Co., and many others. 

Until recently biographical sketches gave his resi- 
dence as Salt Lake City; just now they are a little 
inclined toward San Francisco. In reality he is Mr. 
Jackling of Everywhere. Industrially he is a citizen 
of Bingham and Garfield, Utah; of Ely, Nev.; Kelvin, 
Ariz.; Santa Rita, N. M., and Fairban‘*s, Alask.. So- 
cially, he is at home at the Alta and Commercial clubs 
in Salt Lake; the Rocky Mountain Club of New York, 
the El Paso Club of Colorado Springs and several other 
clubs on the Pacific Coast. He maintains luxurious

homes in Salt Lake City and San Francisco. But 
throughout the larger part of the year he occupies a 
rolling home on Western railroads—one of the hand- 
somest private cars in service—or in his yacht, the 
“Cyprus,” up and down the Pacific coast, from Panama 
to Alaska. This was the first yacht launched on the 
Pacific coast and cost upwards of $500,000. 

Jackling was attached to the honorary staff of Gov. 
Peabody of Colorado, 1903-4, with the rank of Colonel, 
and for five years was a member of the staff of Gov. 
Spry of Utah. Aside from these honorary offices. he 
has always declined political preferment. He was mar- 
ried last April to Miss Virginia Joliffe of San Francisco, 
a sister of Mrs. Rudolph Spreckles. :

The hotel on the summit, indicated by arrow, is onthe boundry line between 
Austria, Italy and Switzerland. The series of roads 
shown here provide an ascent of 9,055 feet in five miles. 
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
